Germany Excepts to Dr. Hill's 
Appointment as U. S. 
1 Ambassador 



WAS AT FIRST AGREEABLE 



Reasons for Sudden Change of 
Attitude Not iYet Di- 
vulged 



"Washington, March 25. — The Ger- 
man government has declined to re- 
ceive Dr. David J. Hill in the capacity 
of United States ambassador to suc- 
ceed Charlemagne Tower, whose resig- 
nation lias been accepted, to take ef- 
fect upon the qualification of his 
successor. Dr. Hill is at present 
United States minister to The Hague, 
and was formerly first assistant sec- 
retary of state under the administra- 
tion of Secretary Hay. 

As the German foreign office cordial- 
ly responded somo time ago to tho 
usutij cautious .overtures from ^he 
state department here as to Dr. Hill's 
availability, today's decision lias come 
as a complete surprise to official 
Washington. It is, nevertheless, final 
as far as Dr. Hill is concerned, for the 
etiquette that governs international 
relations does not permit of any 
question of the right of a sovereign 
to interpose an objection to the re- 
ception of any ambassador. 

After the conference between Am- 
bassador Sternberg and Secretary 
Root it was ascertained that a letter is 
en route from the German capital 
which contains a full explanation of 
the reasons for the change of atti- 
tude on the part of the government 
towards Dr. Hill. In the absence of 
tho details of the objection 110 com- 
ment could be elicited as to the prob- 
able action of the American govern- 
ment in respect to tho matter. In any 
event it is regarded as certain that 
an expressed objection to Dr. Hill 
made by Germany will be decisive so 
far as his appointment Is concerned. 

Paris, March 25.— David J. Hill, who 
nrrived this evening from the Hague, 
expressed great surprise when- ho 
learned that tho German government 
had declined to receive him as ambas- 
sador. Ho said this was hrs first in- 
timation of tho German government's 
action, and lie was at a loss to under- 
stand It. He had personally seen an 
official communication from Germany 
to the government at Washington ex- 
pressing Germany's satisfaction at tho 
ratification of his selection for that 
post. 

Moreover, he said, that on a visit to 
Berlin ho had heard what led him to 
believe that he was persona grata 
with tho German government. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, he added, had Inform- 
ed him that he intended to appoint 
him. The announcement of Germany's 
action toward him caused much sur- 
prise in French quarters. In the ab- 
sence of the publication of the specific 
reason for the German government's 
action, the incident is not understood 
and has not been the subject of public 
comment. 

Minister Hill came to Paris on busi- 
ness. 

The Matin thinks that tho reason 
for Germany's refusal to accept Dr. 
Hill .'s the attitude which he, together 
with tho American delegates adopted 
at The Hague conference. This atti- 
tude on several occasions greatly dis- 
pleased Germany. 

Tho Hague, March 25. — Diplomatic 
circles here are perplexed over the re- 
port that the German Emperor lias de- 
clined to accept David J. Hill as the 
American ambassador. No motive 
whatever is known at The Hague to 
account for such a decision, and it is 
felt that there must be a misunder- 
standing,

J. Hill 
was in Washington today, but he 
would not discuss the Minnesota rail- 
road decision. 

"Tho courts have said all there Is 
to say on that heaiS-J^iio-said. Refer- 
ring to tho statement issued yester- 
day by Franklin Lane, of the inter- 
state commerce commission, to the ef- 
fect that the railways are prosperous 
despite reports to the contrary, Mr. 
Hill s.'iid: "Keep that article before 
you, then follow the accounts of rail- 
way affairs for the next three months, 
daily, and see how the facts and the 
Optimist's /dews compare with each 
other. ■ 

"We railway people are in no posi- 
tion to do too much talking just now. 
We prefer to let the farts speak for 
themselves — and they will speak loud 
enough. 

"The Pennsylvania would not lay off 
any of Its men if It could possibly af- 
ford to keep them," continued Mr. Hill, 
"but it cannot afford it. It is not earn- 
ing enough to do so. It is the same 
situation all over. It is too heavy 
a draught on optimism to see these 
affairs in the right light. Tho facts 
will make their own reply. It may 
take a little time, but the answer will 
come, sure."

Appointments to these offices by the 
late Robinson government were de- 
clared unconstitutional by Lieutenant- 
Governor Tweedie. 



Italians Acquitted. 
Montreal, March 25. — After a strong 
charge in their favor by Justice La- 
vergne, Franciso Clviarri, Givonnl 
Mancl and Maria Ardita, three Italians 
who have for almost a week been on 
trial at the court of King's Bench on 
the charge of murdering Ernesto Cas- 
siori last month, were acquitted by tho 
jury. The Italians wero immediately 
set at liberty. In his dying deposition 
Cassiorl declared the Ciavarrl had shot 
him, and he accused Mariclhi and Ma- 
ria Ardita of being accomplices. Judge. 
Lavergne in Ills charge upheld the 
main contention of the defence that 
Cassieri had committed suicide in a 
moment of jealousy and despondency 
caused by loss of money and ill-health.

Twelve Thousand Men on G, 
T, P, Work— Alberta Tele- 
phone Enterprise 



Edmonton, March 25.t— A 'force of 
over 12,000 men will be employed this 
summer IjC the contracting firm o£ 
Foley, Welsh & Stewart in grading the 
right of way of tho G. T. P. in West- 
ern Canada. By far the greater pro- 
portion of this force, and, after July, 
all the force, will be concentrated on 
that portion of the line between Ed- 
monton and Prince Rupert. 

A definite offer will shortly be made 
on behalf of tho Alberta government 
to purchase the plant of the Bell Tele- 
phono company in Alberta. It Is un- 
derstood that Hon. W. H. Cushing, 
minister of public works, is now on 
his way East and will meet Gcnerat 
Manager Size of the Bell company, in 
Montreal, to make a definite proposal 
regarding the purchase. In spite of 
lack of co-operation by tho Bell com- 
pany, t^ip/agcnts "of the Alberta gov- 
ernment have made a careful inven- 
tory of the Bell plant in tho province, 
and have reported on the exact con- 
dition of the line. The line has been 
found to lie in good condition, and Mr. 
Cushing, in making an offer, will have 
tho exact valuation of the plant at 
hand.

One leg was cut off and his 
head badly crushed. 



London, March 25. — The. fire which 
early this morning was reported to 
have practically destroyed Drury Lane 
theatre, one of the most famous ply- 
houses of London, did not do so much 
damage as was at first supposed. 

Flames were discovered at 4 a. m. 
bursting from the windows of tho 
building.

LATEST BANK SCHEME 



Western Financiers Plan to- Take Up 
Unsubscribed Stock of the 
Farmers' Bank 



Toronto, March 25. — A number of 
prominent business men and (inanciers 
connected with tho Bank of Winnipeg, 
and British Columbia financiers; have 
subscribed for the unsubscribed stock 
of the Farmers' bank, with a view to 
making the latter one of the big banks 
of the west. A charter had boon se- 
cured for the Bank of Winnipeg, but 
had not been exercised. The taking 
up of the unsubscribed 'stock of the 
Farmers' bank by those behind tho 
Bank of Winnipeg, will bring the sub- 
scribed capital of the Farmers' bank 
up to $1,000,000. 

Five directors will be named from 
the west and. the presidency will 
probably go to a western man, too. 

A branch will bo opened at Winni- 
peg in a few months, and. then later 
on branches in tho principal centres 
right to the coast. ,

OUTLAY ON QUEBEC BRIDGE 



Amendments to Immigration 
Law in Mr, Oliver's Pro- 
posed Bill 



Ottawa, March 25— The talk on the 
budget was resumed today. H. H. Mil- 
ler strongly condemned Mr. Foster for 
speaking five hours, and then contri- 
buted remarks extending over two 
hours and a half. Mr. Miller wan- 
dered through a maze of topics, paus- 
ing occasionally to uphold the Ross 
rifle contract and the North Atlantic 
Trading company, and to defend tho 
trade marks act of Mr. Fisher against 
the criticisms which have been levelled 
against it. 

Mr. Lake ' strongly condemned tho 
ever-growing expenditure and tho 
lavish way in which the money of tho 
people was frittered away wdthout any 
thought of the morrow. Land deals 
In the west he also criticized, and ho 
instanced the fact that a million acres 
of timber lands were In the hands of 
a little ring of speculators. 

The budget talk will be resumed to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Borden asked the minister of 
the interior whether he had any fur- 
ther information regarding alleged 
frauds in the immigration department 
at Halifax. 

Mr. Oliver said he had the further 
information to Impart that the letters 
signed "W. Dodds" . were written by 
Mr. Dickey. 

Replying to Mr. Borden, Mr. Field- 
ing said the government granted a 
subsidy of $1,000,000 to the Quebec 
Bridge company. Of this amount 
$874,853 was paid. By the act of 1007 
the government advanced $2,000,000, 
receiving in return guaranteed bonds 
to the amount of £478,700 sterling. 
Under chapter 54, act of 1903, tho gov- 
ernment guaranteed bonds to tho 
amount of $6,078,200. The bonds so 
guaranteed were delivered to a trust 
company to be applied to the purposes 
of the undertaking. They have not 
been issued to the public. The bonds 
were used as collateral in raiding loans 
from the banks to the amount .includ- 
ing interest up to June 30, 1907, of 
$5,501,507. The government advanco 
of $2,000,000 has been applied in re- 
duction of this indebtedness. Tho 
cost of the bridge, including the Chan- 
diere bridge and the railway ap- 
proaches, to March 1, 1908, was $G,- 
899, 033, to which is to be added in- 
terest from June 30. 1907, on the ad- 
vances for which tho bonds of tho 
company were pledged. This cost in- 
cludes for customs duty, harbor dues 
and fees, $540, 2SS. No estimate has 
been made yet of the cost of recon- 
struction. 

Hon. Frank Oliver gives notice of 
an amendment to the immigration act 
which will give statutory form to tho 
regulations promulgated somo weeks 
ago for tho purpose of prohibiting ad- 
mission into Canada of immigrants 
who do not possess through tickets 
from tho country of their birth or ad- 
option. This statute will offset tho 
decision of Mr. Justice Clement in 
the British Columbia court yesterday, 
which released Hindus on tho ground 
that tho regulations under which thev 
are detained did not come within tho 
authority of the existing immigration 
laws. There may be more provisions 
added to the amendment. Steamship 
companies have pointed out to thrt 
government that tho regulation forc- 
ing an immigrant to possess $25 in 
money In addition to a through ticket 
to his intended destination goes be- 
yond the immigration act and this 
matter is now under consideration by 
the department of justice. 

SENATE PROCEEDINGS 

Regulation of Train Speod— Proposed 
Amendments to Law of 
Divorce 



Ottawa, March 25.— In the sonata 
Senator Cloran gave notice of an 
amendment which ho will offer on the 
third reading of the Lancaster bill 
which declares that in spite of this 
or any previous act or parliament 
any person shall have tho right to 
3uo and recover where their rights 
have been trespassed upon bj«any por-r 
son or company. 

The second reading was given to tho 
act respecting co-operation and it was 
referred to the banking and commerce 
committee. 

The Lancaster bill was taken up In 
committee. Senator Bower In amend- 
ment to Senator Beiciue's amendment, 
moved as a substitute that no train 
shall pass into or through any thick- 
ly peopled portion of any city, town 
or village at a speed greater than ten 
miles an hour, unless the track is 
properly protected. 

Senator Cloran has Introduced a bill 
to restrict the evils of divorce. It 
provides that the guilty and offend- 
ing party to a marriage contract shall 
not have tho right to remarry in tho 
Dominion after obtuining a bill ot 
divorce from the parliament of Can- 
ada. If such party remains outside 
tho jurisdiction of said parliament, 
such remarriage to bo considered for 
all purposes Invalid and Illegal, any 
party who remarries to be considered 
a bigamist In Canada.

CENTRAL INSTITUTE 
CONCLUDES SESSION 



Forty Resolutions Adopted By 
Agriculturists in Two 
Days Meetings- 



The session of tlic Farmers' Central 
Institute was resumed yesterday 
morning, Mr. J. K. Anderson presid- 
ing. 

Mr. Robert Gillespie, of Vernon, re- 
presenting tlic Okanagan institute, and 
Arthur Olcell, of Creston, representing 
the 12asl Kootenay institute, who were 
detained en route, presented their 
credentials yesterday morning. 

The new fruit box, which is so 
stronglv recommended for certain des- 
criptions of apples, is 10 1 /4xll%xl8 
[inches, as compared with the standard 
box, 10x11x20. In a box very similar 
to the former, it is said that two- 
thirds of the fruit which Is shipped 
from the Hood river district, is des- 
patched to market, 

Mr. 1 Anderson — Last year the gov- 
ernment obtained some seed of the 
ramie llbre plant, and here are two 
samples of It, as well as a sample of 
the fibre itself. Anyone who wishes 
to try and grow this valuable llbre 
plant' is welcome to a sample, Tills 
plant, I may say, belongs to the nettle 
family, and cloth, etc., is made of the 
fibre. 

Mr. Corbett. — Is it strong? 

Mr. Anderson. — Oh, yes; I have also 
here thrco samples of pedigreed grain 
seeds, champion barley, black tartar- 
Ian and wliiLe oats, grown by John K. 
King and Sons, seedsmen, by royal 
warrant to the King, Goggeshall, ICs- 
sex and Heading, Berks. 

The few samples available were 
soon distributed. 

Experiments Suggested. 

Mr. Bailey, Chilliwhack. — Would it 
not be desirable to have reports sub- 
mitted, in respect to the results of ex- 
periments with these seeds? 

Mr. Anderson — It would be most de- 
sirable if it conlJ only be accom- 
plished. 

Mr. Corbett.— I may say that I am 
laying out an acre, divided into suit- 
able plots which I am using solely for 
the purpose of experimenting with 
seeds. 

Mr. Bailey. — Reports of results 
should be requested by the department. 

Mr, Anderson — "Certainly, and I 
hope that something of the sort will 
be done in order that we may learn 
Whether these seeds are really worth 
growing in this province. The pedi- 
greed seeds come from a prominent 
firm, and It would be well worth while 
to have reports of results." 

Mr. Collins — "The secretary read the 
report of the special committee, which 
was instructed to consider Mr. Ander- 
son's address. It is as follows: 

"We, your committee appointed to 
report on the superintendent's ad- 
dress beg to report as follows: 

"Wo are sorry to hear some of the 
secretaries are so remiss in their du- 
ties respecting reports to the depart- 
ment, and would suggest that in fu- 
ture that the superintendent should 
communicate with the president of any 
institute whose secretary does not ful- 
fill his duties and, If this has no ef- 
fect that some part of the $25 paid 
by the government be held buck. 

"We are pleased to hear the depart- 
ment are likely to send out more lit- 
erature in the future. 

"Wo consider that the literature, 
speakers and demonstrations, have 
been a source of valuable informa- 
tion to the farmers of British Colum- 
bia. 

We arc glad to hear the magic lan- 
tern Is now In use to aid the lecture, 
and would suggest that slides of nox- 
ious weeds be added to the list. 

"We hope the superintendent will 
use every effort to get local speakers. 
We think that were equal Inducements 
offered to that offered to eastern 
speakers, no difficulty would be found. 

"We suggest that the spring meet- 
ings in future be held not later than 
February on the Island and lower 
mainland, and not later than March 
15, In the upper mainland. 

"We are pleased to hear of the in- 
creased membership and regret the 
falling off of the attendance. We 
think most likely the lateness in the 
spring where the meetings were held, 
at the time of seeding was to a cer- 
tain extent responsible for shortness 
of attendance. 

"We beg to congratulate the super- 
ii, Undent on the work of the institute 
during the past year. 

Bounty on Crows 

Mr. Heatherhell, seconded by Mr. 
Way, urged the Imposition of a small 
bounty upon crows. 

Mr. Anderson — "This question lias 
been pretty well threshed out on sev- 
eral occasions, and while crows are 
unquestionably a nuisance, in some 
places, a source of serious loss to fruit 
growers, in other places and In certain 
parts of the province their preserva- 
tion is often recommended. Interfer- 
ence with the general course of nat- 
ure is always a dangerous thing, and 
whether this motion is adopted or not, 
1 doubt very much whether the gov- 
ernment In the circumstances would 
act In the matter, In view of the good 
opinions which coining from all parts 
of the country, were expressed some 
time ago. In respect to the work, 
Which is done by the crow." 

Mr. Ileatherbell said he had bad a 
large experience with the deprecia- 
tions of these birds on Hornby island. 
Comox, and had often had very con- 
siderable quantities of apples and 
pears destroyed within a few minutes. 
Beginning with fall wheat, they in- 
dustriously went the round of the 
crops, finishing up with turnips 
(Laughter). 

The black crow has his good points," 
ho added, "but in my opinion, he does 
a great deal more harm than good, al- 
though he is a scavenger. And I am 
speaking wholly from personal experi- 
ence." 

Mr. Cunningham staled that In Na- 
nalmo the crows wore certainly a nui- 
sance, and lie had known them des- 
troy the apples, cherries, and nearly 
all the fruit in the orchard. It was 
not tlie amount they ate, but the 
quantity they damaged. In a newly 
sown wheat field, the greater portion 
of the seed was often picked up while 
undoubtedly they destroyed a" great 
deal of game, in devouring tho eggs 
of the grouse as well ns of other game 
birds. So destructive were they in 
these as well as in other respects, that 
as many as possible of them should 
bo Hilled. 

Employment for Boys 

Mr. McCallum observed that It some 
inducement were given boys In this 
manner, could get practice with arms, 
which might prove to be very useful 
when the Japanese came over (Laugh- 
ter). 

Mr. Way cordially endorsed theso 
sentiments. He know of no birds so 
destructive; nnd owing to their rav- 
ages, tho raising of cherries had bo- 
corrio almost Impossible. 

Mr. Johnstone said that in Uie In- 



terior they were troubled, not with 
crows, but cut-worms, nnd from this 
cause, ho had been forced to plant 
cabbages four times over. In the con- 
ditions which existed in the Kootenay 
country, ho had often wished for tho 
crows because it would • mean few 
cut-worms. 

Mr. Bailey, Chilliwhack, suggested 
that the motion be so changed c.s to 
apply merely to unorganized districts, 
and this was done. 

Mr, Anderson: "Is the crow 'trou- 
blesome in Chilliwhack?" 

Mr. Bailey: "Yes, I have seen them 
come In thousands and destroy the red 
apples, but I am prepared to look after 
them." 

Mr. Curry: "I have heard this ques- 
tion discussed for several years. I 
have known the old crow slnco I was 
a little boy, hut while ho occasionally 
takes up a hill of corn and swipes a 
few other things, I notice that In the 
spring lie keeps one eye on the people 
and the other on the grubs in the or- 
chard and In the garden. Ho preys 
on all sorts of things, and so does the 
robin; but the robin la a nice looking 
fellow, while the poor old crow in his 
black coat, seems to be condemned 
by everybody; although as far as I 
can see he does good work." 

Mr. Dll worth: "There are a groat 
many of them; and a great many are 
at open war witii them, and although 
for my own part, I once in a while 
kill a crow that comes around my pre- 
mises and steals eggs; nor will they 
stop at a small duck or a chicken, If 
the opportunity Is favorable. Never- 
theless, I tell you that we should pro- 
ceed cautiously in this matter for I 
really believe that he Is more bene- 
ficial than Injurious; that he does more 
good than harm, (Hear, hear.) Then, 
when in season, ho is very fond of 
grasshoppers, which at times are a 
perfect plague in certain localities; 
wiiilo in spring, no person is quite so 
busy as Mr. Crow looking for cut- 
worms, etc." 

Mr. Curry: "That is right." 
The Bluejay Troublesome: 

Mr. Dll worth; "Up here in Saanlch 
we have few crows. But then there 
is the blue jay. Now, one blue jay 
Is worse than twenty crows. And 
while crows did no particular harm 
with us last year, the bluejay de- 
stroyed considerable fruit, applies and 
plums, into which he merely sticks his 
beak and Hies away. We should cer- 
tainly be cautious In recommending 
the placing of a bounty on crows." 

Sir. Gillespie: "Wo are badly trou- 
bled witii crows, but the Goldstream 
people in the Okanagan employ boys 
to frighten them away by tiring guns, 
which are merely loaded with powder. 
And if the gentlemen who complain 
of their depredations would organize 
and employ boys for the purpose of 
keeping them off their property, I 
think it would be much better than 
destroying them. We are so much 
troubled with all sorts of grubs that 
we would not kill a crow." 

Mr. Anderson: The chief thing Is 
getting ut> early in tho morning. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Graham: We cannot he too 
cautious. Of course they do much 
damage, especially with plums, but at 
the same time, if one or two are 
killed and hung up in the orchard or 
garden to make it a very effective 
scare crow. The ; good they do more 
than counterbalances the harm. 

Mr. Harris: It is true that they dp 
harm, but so does 'the blue jay and we 
simply have to put up uuth these 
things. The government Is expected 
and requested to do everything, when 
It is our duty to help ourselves. At 
Maple Ridge wo pay so much a head 
for bluejays. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Cunning- 
ham the motion was made to apply 
solely to unorganized districts. 

Mr. Dilworth: But I live in an un- 
organized district, and I strongly ob- 
ject to this proposition. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Langstad: I too come from an 
unorganized district and we wish to 
have them protected. 

Mr. Johnstone: 1 would like to get 
a few of them for my property. 

Mr. Carter: I cannot agree with tho 
statement that the crow does more 
good than harm. I live on the beach, 
and those who live near beaches suf- 
fer most. Last season J hud to plant 
my corn the second lime. 

Mr. Corbett: A little Individual ef- 
fort is what is needed and where 
they are a nuisance would meet the 
difficulty. Rising early and tho use 
of scare-crows are advisable. 

Mr. Anderson: Beyond all questions 
immediately upon the sea coast they 
are the greater nuisance, while on tho 
contrary in the interior. Even pro- 
tection for them is demanded. I can- 
not at the moment lay my hands upon 
the report which was some years ago 
presented to the government upon this 
subject; but the consensus of opinion 
however, then was that the govern- 
ment would not lie justified In tak- 
ing immediate action in the matter. 
Occasionally, however, in other parts 
they are Injurious for tho time being. 
How much harm they do as compared 
with the good they accomplish, 1 real- 
ly do not know, but the evidence tak- 
en sorrm years ago went to show that 
it would be injudicious to meddle with 
them. 

On the question being put the noes 
evidently had it by a considerable ma- 
jority and the motion was declared 
lost.' 

Referred to Ministers. 

Messrs. Corbett, Graham and Collins 
were appointed a committee to lay be- 
fore Hon. Mr. Tatlow and the Hon. 
Mr. Fulton during the afternoon the 
iresolutlons iwhlch had been passed 
during the two days' session. 

Mr. Ileatherbell moved, seconded by 
Mr. Cockle, that the government be 
asked to increase the salaries of in- 
stitute secretaries from $25 to $50 a 
year. 

In the discussion which followed, 
Messrs. Ileatherbell, Cockle, Anderson, 
Graham, Corbett. Jones, Garratt, and 
Harris participated. 

Mr. Anderson explained that lie had 
not said that the. majority of these 
officials were remiss In the perform- 
ance of their duties. Exactly the con- 
trary was the case, and only a few 
were neglectful. Surely in these 
cases an extra $25 a year would not 
Induce such persons to attend properly 
to their work. 

Mr. Graham stated that last year 
they had voted their secretary an ex- 
tra 575. A live secretary increased 
the membership, and was in other re- 
spects most useful. 

Mr. Jones, of Victoria. — Can the 
members of an institute increase tho 
salary of their secretaries? 

Mr. Anderson. — Certainly. 

Mr. Jones, — It is better then to 
leave matters as they stand. 

Mr. Harris— We give our secretary 
something extra. 

The motion was lost. 

Mr. TToathcrbell, seconded by Mr. 
Way, urged the lengthening of the 
close season for blue and willow 
grouse. 

Mr. Heatherhell,— This bird practi- 
cally does no harm, while It is steadily 
disappearing. 

Mr, Carter.— This Is a very good re- 
solution. In our district tho grouse 
is being killed off. When young they 
are shot as easily as little chickens, 



and It Is at this stage when so much 
mischief Is done, and the consequence 
is that they are : disappearing very 
rapidly. The motion was carried. 

Mr. Baker, seconded by Mr. Carter, 
opened a discussion In regard to the 
best manner of using institute funds. 

Mr. Anderson.— The best way is for 
each institute to settle this question 
for itself. 

Mr. Baker. — We are buying seeds, 
powder, twine, etc., in quantities, and 
supplying them to the members at cost, 
and by so doing wo have not only sav- 
ed $200, but wo have also Increased 
our membership. Really, everybody 
in our district is a member of the in- 
stitute. 

Mr. Collins. — At one time we held 
ploughing matches ,and then wc insti- 
tuted apple packing competitions which 
were productive of much good and wo 
are continuing these competitions. We 
have also established a very good lib- 
rary of technical works, which has 
been of great advantage to tho insti- 
tute besides being of a permanent 
character. 

Mr. Anderson observed that auditors 
should do their work not perfunctorily, 
but faithfully, and this was certainly 
not always the case in connection with 
the business of the institutes. The 
suggestions made were very good, and 
if generally adopted would prove to 
be very useful. 

To Tax Automobiles. 

Mr. Ileatherbell, seconded by Mr. 
Way, urged tho government to im- 
pose a special tux upon automobiles. 

Mr. Anderson— They are a terrible 
nuisance, any way. (Laughter.) 

Mr, Ileatherbell — I suppose that they 
have come to stay, but some of us 
havu had a sorrowful experience with 
them, and I think that I live in the j 
worst part of British Columbia for 
thenn, for between Goldsttpeoim and! 
Nanalmo I presume theso machines 
give the farmers more trouble than is 
the case in any other part of the. 
province. In summer they destroy 5 , 
the roads terribly, but in winter, ow- 
ing to the mud, they aro not so much 
witii us, which is a good thing. They 
tear up the little stones and even 
small rocks, and in This way they 
make the roadways very unfavorable! 
for horses. In the circumstances, I 
think it is wise to ask the government 
to impose a tux which would at all | 
events bring something into tho treas- i 
ury. No doubt many who aro here 
have not felt the effects of this in- 1 
novation, but the time Is coming rap- I 
idly for them. I feel very strongly ! 
upon the subject because we have not I 
only good, but very good, roads, and 
perhaps the best in the country. I 
would certainly like to see something 
done in the matter. 

Mr. Anderson — Is no tax now levied 
upon these vehicles? 

Mr. Heatherhell — Not by the govern- 
ment upon government roads. Some 
of theso vehicles are now driven more 
decently than was formerly the case. 
As a rule, however, the drivers take 
tile right of the road, anil, if it can 
possibly be done, put you in the ditch. 

Mr. Anderson — In these circum- 
stances, the horse will take the ditch 
anyway. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Way — The autos tear up the 
roads much worse than the farmers' 
rigs do, and If they do not pay a tax 
they should be made to pay in propor- 
tion to the use they make of the high- 
ways, for we have to pay taxes in 
order to keep them in repair. Theso 
vehicles are a plague, and a nui- 
sance when we meet them on the road, 
and our recommendation should cer- 
tainly carry some weight with the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Curry— I come from the best 
part of British Columbia, and wo have 
the auto with us just the same. We 
have a mountainous country, with 
side hills, but good roads, and those 
machines aro creeping in amongst us, 
While the smell of them Is awful. Cer- 
tainly, something siiould bo done. 

Mr. Farquharson — They give a toot, 
toot! and away they go. (Laughter.) 
And they have the road. Some limit 
at all events should be placed upon 
their speed. 

Invading Yale. 

Mr. Harris — They put us In the 
ditch, upset our rigs and pass on. I 
know the case of a man and his wife 
Who were upset in their vehicle and 
the people who were guilty of this 
outrage went on without even looking 
back.' They aro now often to bo seen 
on tho Yale road, and if they are not 
taxed they ought to toe. They aro 
allowed, I believe, to run ten miles 
an hour, although tlic speed is often 
greatly exceded. 

Mr. Corbett — How much will such 
a tax help a man whose team and 
wagon are dumped over a precipice? 

Mr. Way — They arc taxed in com- 
mon with other vehicles, as personal 
property. 

Mr. Anderson; "But, do they not pay 
a special tax if they are taken on 
the country roads?" 

Many members: "No! no! no!" 

Mr. Bailey: •'There should be sor.ie 
law regulating their approach to 
ordinary vehicles." 

Mr. Jones, Victoria: "You can hold 
up your hands, and they are obligee', 
to stop." (Some laughter.) 

The motion was carried. 

The Time of Meeting 

Mr. Corbett, seconded by Air. Oil- 
worth, proposed that hereafter the an- 
nual meeting should take place during 
the second week of the parliamentary 
session. 

Mr. Anderson: "Tills is certainly not 
always possible." 

Mr. Curry remarked that they were 
now in session When they should be 
attending to their spring farm work. 
They should certainly meet earlier in 
order that their business might re- 
ceive, If It were at all possible, early 
consideration. As things stood, they 
were simply passing resolutions which 
would be pigeonholed until next ses- 
sion. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Garratt agreed that when the 
farmers were exceedingly busy was. 
at all events, not the best time tor 
their assemblages. 

Mr. Ileatherbell: "The central in- 
stitute should lie a power for good, 
and we should 
the most good." 

Mr. Anderson observed that il had 
always hitherto been the custom to 
call the meetings before or during Ibe 
sessions of the house, but this year 
owing to other pressing engagements, 
Including a livestock lajnie at Ottawa, 
which involved the interests of the 
wholo Dominion, the postponement 
had been unavoidable. 

Mr. Curry: "Could we not meet dur- 
ing the first or second week of the 
session?" 

Mr. Anderson: "No; the arrange- 
ments of the ministers would not per- 
mit it. It we were called together 
in December we would have to take 
the reports of tho previous year, as 
the annual reports do not reach us 
until sometime in January. Why the 
day before yesterday some of the 
rep'orts had not been received!" 

The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Garratt, seconded by Mr. 
Cunningham, proposed that a more, 
thorough Inspection should bo made 
of dairies and of dairy stock-. 

Mr. Cunningham 6<ftid that fresh 
milk was at present frequently tainted 
through the refuse from stables, and 
tho present system of Inspection

farmers thai dirt was detrimental to 
the production of good milk, and of 
good butter. 

Mr. Garrett said that clean dairies 
nnd clean stock were very important 
tn I heir locality. lie knew nil dairy 
stock so badly diseased that their 
owners for very shame's sake, fell 
compelled to take them from the 
stables and shoot them. The inspectors 
had not given this case any atten- 
tion owing, he presumed, to the fact 
that their number was insufficient. It 
was a crying shame When the milk 
from such animals was sold for food 
in the city. Cleanliness in milking 
was also intensely Important; .and 
if owners refused to comply with 
hero When we do i warnings tin- sale of their milk should 
! he absolutely prohibited. Three-quar- 
ters of the dairies might bo thorough- 
ly clean, but the unsanitary condition 
of the other quarter could easily spoil 
the whole business. He strongly urged 
the appointment of more inspectors, 
at all events for a time, until mat- 
ters were placed on a better basis. 

Mr Corbett said lie had found that 
milk 'drawn from udders which were 
thoroughly washed or wiped with a 
wet cloth, was most absolutely free 
from dust and dirt of any kind, but 
when merely rubbed, althpughly 
thoroughly, quite a sediment was 
left In the pall after straining. 

Mr. Bailey thought that the de- 
partment, was doing the best that was 
possible with the number of inspec- 
tors which were at its service. 
Mr. Logan on Question 
Mr. Logan stated that the inspec- 
tion of dairies was a matter of very 
great importance; nnd received strict 
attention at their hands. This prov- 
ince Occupied an enviable position in 
this respect, compared with the other 
provinces, for Ontario was at the pres- 
ent time only talking about it, al-

efficient. Two men were continually 
employed In dairy inspection work, and 
they covered the entire province in 
about live months, during which per- 
iod some places were inspected at least 
thrice. But there were a great many 
difficulties in the way. They had 
power to order cleaner and better 
stables, but many excuses were, given, 
and it was not easy always to bo sev- 
ere. In fact, about 25 different lies 
with more or less truth in them. 
(Laughter), were frequently told; and 
unless they were hard-hearted, they 
often felt themselves compelled to give 
extensions of time. In one place out- 
side of Vancouver, they had found 
cows kept in an old slaughter house, 
but when warned, that If he did fiot 
at once get a now stable, he would toe 
put out of business, this man got busy 
and did it. (Laughter). Another per- 
son In Chilllwack, spent several 
thousand dollars on a barn, and then 
made a room for his separator in tho 
pig-pen, (Laughter.) 

When they returned, they found tho 
situation unchanged; when they gave 
this man just ten days to make mat- 
ters right. 

Tho greatest trouble concerned tho 
milking, and it seemed almost impos- 
sible to overcome this obstacle In 
every case. In spite of whitewash nnd 
lime, and expensive buildings, tho 
dirty milker could get more dirt Into 
the milk in 10 minutes than 10 sep- 
arator's could lake out. (Hoar-hear). 
It was out of tho question that. tho 
inspectors could sec the milking done 
eyerytlme they called. And If a man 
was horn dirty, ho did not think that 
ho could be made clean by legal ac- 
tion. Some people were born dirty; 
and did not seem ever to have tho 
first idea of real cleanliness. 

In a, case near Vancouver, a man 
admitted that a cow having placed her 
foot In a pail of milk, ho had let It 
stand till morning, when neatly all tin:

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Willis Muir Badly Injured at 
Sooke — Fatality Pursues 
■ Family

His two brothers killed nearly six 
years ago in a manner almost identi- 
cal to that in which he received his 
injuries, another brother severely In- 
jured but six weeks ago by falling off 
a wagon, In the same manner, Willis 
Muir, now lies severely injured at St. 
Joseph's hospital, the result of an ae- 
cidoni at Sooke. In the same district 
and almost on the same spot, have 
the four members of the same fui'nily 
come to serious (and in' two cases 
fatal) injury, and practically from the 
same cause. Willis Muir, the youth 
Injured yesterday, is a member of 
a well known family which, for years, 
lias resided at Sooke. Inquiries mude 
last evening at the hospital elicited 
the Information that the injured hoy 
was doing as well as could he expected. 

Muir was driving a team and was 
seated on a wagon loaded with cord 
wood which he was driving over a 
new-made road which was very rough. 
As a result, of the jolting sonic: of 
I the wood slid and Muir was thrown 
from his seat on the top, falling under 
the wheels, which passed over his 
chest, leg and arm, indicting severe 
and painful injuries. The accident 
occurred about i p.m. yesterday. 
Friends who found the Injured man 
lying on the roadway soon after the 
accident carried him to i the water- 
front at Sooke and when news of 
the happening was sent to t'apt. Frank 
Rueker, who is engaged in driving 
a salmon trap there for Finlay, Dur- 
ham & Brodie, he had the Injured man 
placed on board the tug Mystery and 
left at once for Victoria, after tele- 
graphing to Dr. Frank Hall, upon 
whose Instructions the ambulance met 
the tug on arrival. 

Willis Muir, who lives with' his 
mother, Mrs. John Muir, is a member 
of a well known Sooke family, which 
has been long identified with tho 
nearby village. His brother,' Curtis 
Moore, had both legs broken as a 
result of an accident of'tt similar na- 
ture about six weeks ago and is just 
recovering from the effect of his In- 
juries. 

About' six years ago the two 
brothers of the injured man were 
killed in a manner very similar to 
that by which In- was injured. They 
were driving a loaded wagon along 
the Otter point road when the weight 
of the load started tho wagon down 
hill towards a bridge. Tho horses 
were unable to restrain the descending 
vehicle and both the Muirs were 
thrown from the top of the vehicle to 
the bottom of the gulch. Both were 
almost instantly killed having their 
necks broken by the force of tho fall.

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dirt, when it was strained, was found 
to bo in the bottom of the pail. ' 

"Now, what aro you going to do 
with a man liko that?" asked Mr. 
Logan. "Why, he ought to bo shot!" 
( Laughter). 

It was under proposition to estab- 
lish a very large up-to-date dairy farm 
at Vancouver, and such a place of 
some COO acres, with 400 or 500 cows 
near Victoria would bo the best pos- 
sible advertisement of the province's 
dairying possibilities. (Applause). 

It was further difficult to get good 
Inspectors. Of tho two tho depart- 
ment had, one was pretty good, and 
the other was fair. 

Mr. Cunningham: Are there any 
Inspectors In the north? 

Mr. Logan.: Dr. Knight ami Dr. 
Gibbons visited that section. The 
tuberculosis question needed atten- 
tion. The best authorities held that 
no danger could really arise until this 
disease affected tho udder, but the dif- 
ficulty lay in deciding when this stage 
of tin; disease was reached. Though 
sterilization of the milk was consider- 
ed to be a sufficient protection. 

Mr. Cunningham: I am not aware 
of the inspectors ever having been in 
Nanaimo. 

Mr. Logan: Dr. Knight was suppos- 
ed to have been there In December. 
Lots of cows, whose milk is now being 
sold are uffected with tuberculosis. 
Tho motion was adopted. 

Afternoon Session. 
At. the afternoon session Mr. An- 
derson read a communication from Mr. 
Thomas A. Brydon who lectured last 
summer in tho Okanagan. Spallum- 
cheen, Kootenay and Lower Mainland 
stating that object lession which 
could bo read with tho eye 'would on 
such account he of great assistance. 
He suggested the establishment in as 
many districts as possible, of model 
orchards vf say ten or twenty acres, 
showing precisely how the land could 
be best used in the raising of crops 
and fruit, etc., and second the use of 
large charts on cloth, which could he 
employed by tin- lecturer for the bet- 
ter Illustration of his subject. 

on motion of Mr. Woodward, sec- 
onded by Dr. Dlljvorth, it was re- 
solved to call the attention of the 
railroad commission to the Orel that 
the protection which was afforded to 
stock along the railway lines in this 
provipce was inadequate, and to re- 
quest the framing of an order with re- 
spect to improved cattle guards and 
proper fencing. 

Mr. Woodward stated that in tils 
neighborhood tho cattle guards were 
practically useless, as the cattle soon 
learned to pass over them, while it 
was almost impossible for a single 
Individual lo secure proper redress 
from the railway companies. 

Mr. b'orquharshum remarked that 
the value of animals so killed which 
was fixed by statute was often only 
about half what they were really 
worth. The motion was adopted, 

On motion of Mr. Johnstone, sec- 
onded by Mr. O'Kell it was resolved to 
take steps to secure copies of tho lat- 
est Instructions in connection with the 
Fruit Marks Act. 

.Mr. Corbett, seconded by Mr. Gra- 
ham submitted a proposition la favor 
of co-operation in the sale of produce 
on the lower mainland, and the for- 
mer explained that his principal de- 
sire was to obtain Information upon 
the subject. He was thoroughly con- 
vinced of tho benefits, which were at- 
tendant upon a proper system of co- 
operation. 

.Air. Johnstone explained that I ho 
packing and marketing of fruit had 
so vastly Improved under their sys- 
tem of cp-operatlon that Mr. Duffy, 
the largest shipper In tho world, had 
given thorn last fall an order for 25,- 
000 boxes of fruit, at an advance of 
2E per. rent, over the ordinary price, 
(Applause.) And Air. Duffy Had re- 
marked that it was lamentable to see 



pears going to waste around, or be- 
ing sold for 75 cents or $1 a box In 
Victoria; for which, if properly pack- 
ed and graded, he. would he perfectly 
willing to pay $4 a box. (Hear, hear.) 
Co-operation in the handling of fruit 
and nroduco was very badly needed 
on the lower mainland, but experience 
had shown on tho Hood river, as well 
as elsewhere that all growers must 
be absolutely tied hand and foot to 
sell all their goods through the local 
association. Good goods well handled, 
paid well. A 15-acre orchard, for in- 
stance, at Hood river had realized dur- 
ing fifteen yearH— year in and year out 
— a net profit of $150 per acre per an- 
num. His own association was now 
getting $3. HO a box for apples, whicli 
used to go begging at $1.75. Five per 
cent, commission was charged on 
sales, and othcrwiso the iost to mem- 
bers was only $1 a year. A central 
exchange was necessary, and If pro- 
per'y managed, the system must provo 
to bo a splendid success. The motion 
was adopted. 

Want Government Aid 

On motion of Mr. Jones, seconded 
by Mr. Carter, it was resolved urgent- 
ly to request . the government to grant 
a sum not exceeding $2,000 for a term 
not longer, than ten years, at a rate 
of interest not over 5 per cent. lo aid 
any farmers exchange now, or in tho 
future to-be future to be organized in 
this province in order to establish a 
co-operative system, provided, how- 
ever, that such exchange could offer 
satisfactory security for the loan, in 
the way of real estate, machinery or 
equipment. 

On motion of Mr. Curry, seconded 
by Mr. Johnstone, it was resolved that 
in the interest of water-users in the' 
dry belt, the legislature is urged at its 
next session to insert in the new Irri- 
gation act, proper machinery for hand- 
ling or storing water through natural 
channels and the users' ditchhead, al- 
lowing for seepage and evaporation, 
and defining the rights of tho storage 
record holder as against the record of 
the natural How. 

Mr. Anderson: "This is a question 
I have loiur thought of taking up." 
To Inspect Watercourses. 

On motion of Mr. Collins, seconded 
by Mr. Cocke, it Was resolved that 
watercourses should bo inspected and 
that the owners of property through 
which tho watercourses ran should be 
obliged to keep them clear of obstruc- 
tions; also suggesting that the work 
of Inspection might be placed in the 
hands of the present inspectors of 
roads and bridges. 

Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Jones, 
proposed that a tax should bo levied 
on all dogs, including the dogs audi 
cats of tho Indians, exempting one dog, 
which It 'was implied should boa sheep 
dog, on the part of each farmer, but 
the motion was lost on a vote of .10 
to 11. 

Mr. Dlhvorth, however, snld that if I 
no exception at all had been made he 
would have supported the motion, I 
while If municipalities had been ex- 
cepted Mr. iJailey would also have 
voted for it. 

On motion of Mr. Collins, seconded 
by Mr. Heathcrbell, the government 
was urged to take steps to. stop the. 
adulteration of foodstuffs, which, In 
conjunction with high prices, was re- 
presented as being very generally 
practiced at the present time. 

On motion of Mr. Farquharson, the 
government was requested to furnish 
the institutes with a full supply of 
appropriate literature. • •>•-' 

On . the - motion off Mr. Cockle,'' sec- 
onded by Mr. Collins, ti hearty vote 
of thanks was passed' in favor of Cap- 
tain the Hon. .Mr. Tatlow for ills 
valued address and his unfailing in- 
terest in the agricultural prosperity 
of the province. (Loud applause.) 

On motion of Mr. Collin.*, seconded 
by Mr. Cockle, a cordial vote of thanks 
was accorded to the Hon. Mr. Me Bride 
for his splendid address and the en- 
couragement which he had given to 
agriculture generally, and particular- 
ly during the past year. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 

Both resolutions were signalized by 
a standing and unanimous vote. 

Mr. Anderson, the superintendent, 
and Mr. Collins, the secretary, were 
in addition most heartily thanked for 
their services. 

Mr. Palmer Speaks 
R. M. Palmer delivered a very in- 
teresting address on the results of 
the exhibitions of British Columbia 
fruit in England during the past four 
years. For tho fourth time in 'suc- 
cession they had received the gold 
medal and the highest award of tin? 
Royal Agricultural society against the 
government exhibits of Ontario and 
Nova Scotia, showing that tills was 
not an accident, and that British Co- 
lumbia fruit would now take a. very 
h'.lghi ond permanent place in tho 
markets of the old country. (Cheers.) 

They had afterwards sold some 30 
boxes of pears in Covent Garden for 
from 10 to 24 shillings per box; and 
apples at from 11 shillings to 15 shill- 
ing per box; showing that they had a 
market at home for largo quantities 
of line fruit at high prices, and at a 
much greater prolit than could he 
obtained In the local markets. (Cheers.) I 
They had also carried off the gold j 
medal of the Scottish Horticultural 
society at Edinburgh, which was only I 
given for merit, attaining the very 
highest degree of perfection. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Curry: "in Judging the fruit, | 
was il tasted'.'" 

Mr. Palmer: "Oil. yes; and 1 should 
tell you that special prices are given 
for certain varieties, such as the New- 
ton pippin, Cox Orange pippin, and 
the Spltzenburg." 

Medals Exhibitod 
Tho medals won and photographs 
of the B. C. fruit, while on exhibition, 
were passed around for examination, 
and greatly admired. 

Mr. Palmer — "Tho fruit sent by the 
Nelson and the Kaslo associations had 
taken very high honors (Cheers). 
These facts were important, they had 
the Information before them, ami also 
the medals." (Cheers). 

Mi-. Curry — "Have you been met 
with the remark, thqjt our fruit looks 
good, hut probably it does not taste 
as good as the Ontario fruit?" 

Mr. Palmer — "In every ease, where 
Hie fruit was actually lasted, it was 
pronounced to ho precisely as good as 
It looks." (Cheers). 

Mi'. Jones — "Can we expect the 
same prices and tin/ same cost in 
transportation in the future?" 

Mr. Palmer — "Even bettor prices can 
be obtained there In large than in 
small lots. And so high io our re- 
putation now, that at Edinburgh, we 
were besieged with buyers before our 
fruit was opened up. They were per- 
fectly willing to take all chances, so 
anxious wero they to secure our 
fruit. (Cheers). 

Mr. Heathcrbell— "What are the best 
varieties of fruit trees to plant?" 

Mr. Palmer — "In apples, tho Newton 
Pippin, Cox Orange Pippin, ami the 
spltzenburg, are most In demand. And 
In pears, BoUrre d'Angou and the Doy- 
enne do Commice. The latter brings 
some ;i0 shillings of box, und can bo 
profitably grown in tho interior." 

Mr. Curry— "What about transpor- 
tation?" 

Mr. Palmer — "Tho net cost in ear- 
load lots is about ?1 u box. (Cheers).

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POLITICAL ISSUES. 



In the course of his somewhat 
notable speech In the House of Com- 
mom; last week, Mr. Clifford Sifton 
declared himself strongly in favor of 
getting out of old political ruts and 
discussing pthe broader questions in- 
volved in Canadian public affairs, 
rvvith this all people will agree, in a 
country like ours, where there is so 
much to be done, it is unfortunate that 
60 much of the energy of public men 
should be dissipated in the ventila- 
tion of scandals, real or imaginary, 
and the rcthreshing of old straw. 
The responsibility rests largely upon 
the government. There will always 
be men in public life who will have 
a keen eye for fly-specks and he un- 
able to see anything larger; but it 
.ought to be possible for a government, 
and especially one supported by such 
a majority as the present one has in 
the House of Commons, to carry on 
affairs in a manner that would defy 
any reasonable criticism. He would 
be a rash friend wiio would undertake 
to claim that the Laurier ministry has 
done this. Recently there was a pro-

It is just as good as Japa- 
nese, which is not' the name of the 
people of the Oriental empire any- 
way but a perversion or it. However, 
nothing so short, classical and expres- 
sive as the word "Yankee" would 
satisfy our neighbors, so we can see 
no way out of the dilemma. Perhaps 
Theodore the Strenuous %ay bring it 
to pass that his empire will be called 
America, and we will Jind another 
name for tho Continent. "A rose by 
any other name," etc.

premises. No matter ,vhat may be 
done In cither directions, and the Col- 
onist is second to none In 
claiming that full justice shall be 
accorded Canadians in this mat- 
ter by their critics, it seems 
to be Indisputable that some-j 
tiling sholild be done directly for the', 
navy. It has been proposed that the 
Dominion should offer to pay for a 
battleship, but that seems a perfunc- 
tory sort of thing. Our ccuitributlon to 
the defence of the Empire ought to 
have some relation to our place in 
that Empire. 'What we do ought, we 
submit, to be done In Canada. We 
might very properly provide upon both 
coasts of the Dominion facilities for 
tile docking of the largest of the Im- 
perial ships. If a battleship or first- 
class cruiser should be injured in tho 
defence of Canada's coast, we have no 
dock into which she could go for re- 
pairs. Surely it is not unreasonable 
that such facilities should bo provided,

Iu other cases, as 
those of the English, Irish, Scots, 
French, Dajies, Swedes and so on, we 
go back lo tlie original race name. In 
these eases tin- country is named 
after the people, not the people after 
tho country. Thus we call a certain 
country Turkey, because the Turks 
live there, ami tin- Turks brought their 
name with them from Turkestan, but 
Whether they were named after that 
land or the land was named after 
l hem, we cannot .get back far enough 
in history to find out. lint all these 
rules of nomenclature fail when we 
come to deal with the people of the 
United States. Sir Richard Webster 
suggested that they should call them- 
selves Usonians, but the Idea did not 
take. After Theodore I. came to the 
throne, it was decreed that .all tiie 
United States consulates should 'be 
called Amorlcan consulates, and if we 
are not mistaken, the word American 
is applied to the embassies or thai 
country. The only people, except our- 
selves, who could raiso any reason- 
able objection to this, are those of the 
Mother Country, and they seem to 
have acquiesced very readily in the 
usurpation. So now we hear of the 
American flag and Die American navy 
and other American tilings, which 
would not bo so objectionable if wo 
did not also hear of the American 
Continent, which It is not by any man- 
ner of means.

i London, March 18. — Mr. (Rudyard 
Kipling's second "Letter to the Fam- 
ily" in the Morning Post Is an im- 
pressionist sketch of Canada, tho con- 
ditions in which, ho says, make for 
extreme boldness, but not for extrav- 
agant boostings. Throughout tho 
country a note of drive, not hustle, 
hummed like a steam thrasher in tho 
autumn air.

Earlier 
in the year, however, tho Grand Trunk 
Pacific asked for $5,000,000, and the 
issue went well.

; _ The wave of Socialism, which, for;a 
time, threatened to engulf England 
was unable to surmount tho bulwark 
of common sense possessed by tho 
masses of tho people and is now rapid- 
ly receding.' That this is so, is in 
.dlcated very clearly by the informa 
tion imparted in the following press 
dispatch: 

London, March 18. — The House of 
Commons wasted its time this even- 
ing in discussion of a, resolution offer- 
ed by J. R. Clynes, Socialist-Laborite, 
limiting the working day in all trades 
and industries to a maximum of eight 
hours. Tho debate lacked Tiro, and it 
rather hindered than helped the object 
of the promoters of the resolution. 
f *3fiie word "oil" proved too much for 
oven some of" the. labor members, while 
the Liberals and Conservatives op- 
posed the resolution without excop 
tion. There was a great muster of 
Liberal capitalists and large em 
ployors, who, speaking with due sym 
pathy for labor, did not have a word 
to say In favor of the resolution. The 
government refused to have anything 
to do with it. Mr. Samuel, under 
secretary of the Homo Office, iiv, op- 
posing It, said the government would 
nevertheless actively go on with the 
miners' eight-hour bill, whereupon 
ex-Premier Balfour ridiculed tho gov- 
ernment for seeking to curtail the 
hours of miners, whose health ex- 
plained why they livedi above the 
average time, while it did nothing for 
the textile workers. Arthur Hender- 
son, chairman of the Labor party, see- 
ing the hopelessness of having the 
resolution adopted, advised Mr. Clynes 
to withdraw it, but the matter was 
talked out.

The Lancet has an interesting ar- 
ticle on the ventilation of the House of 
Commons and the epidemic of influen- 
za. Bacteriological experiments show- 
ed that these organisms brought in on 
members boots were not the least res- 
ponsible for the contamination of the 
air. Tho building probably shares 
with theatres, churches, concert-rooms 
and law courts the responsibility of 
the spread of tho influenza bacillus. 
The bacteriological tests applied show- 
ed, however, a .satisfactory standard— - 
more satisfactory Indeed than the 
members will admit the ventilation to 
be. It has been long known that a lit- 
tle forcible articulation causes the dis- 
semination of more microbes than 
many hours of ordinary conversation. 
Tho Lancet suggests that tills may ex- 
plain why we do not hear so much of 
influenza amongst the members of the 
House of Lords.

Tho circus was crowded last even- 
ing, and tho performance passed off in 
a most successful manner. 

Ono of the worst results of the un- 
conditional Union was the paralyza- 
tion of commerce consequent upon tho 
abolition of free trade. As a free port 
Victoria attracted customers from for- 
eign countries who purchased goods in 
her market to much better advantage 
than elsewhere. The prestige of the 
port for cheap goods w\is becoming 
established. Our merchants had al- 
ready an extensive and increasing ex- 
port business with the Sandwich Is- 
lands, Sitka, San Francisco, Washing- 
ton Territory and Mexico. Commerce, 
under the free port system was nour- 
ished and protected, and there is no 
estimating the Importance to which it 
would" ultimately have attained had 
not tho tariff; which levies an average 
duty of twenty per cent, upon import- 
ed goods,, been extended to tho Is- 
land. 
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Some difficulty will be experienced 
in finding a suitable successor as pro- 
fesor of music to Sir Hubert Parry, 
whose resignation of that position is 
announced. Tho amount of work 
which Sir Hubert Parry has managed 
to crowd into his life affords, says the 
AVestminster Gazette, conclusive proof 
of his energy and versatallty, espec- 
ially when It is borne in mind that ho 
did not take up music as a profession 
until he was nearly twenty-five, 
though from tho first his pronounced 
gifts in that direction had revealed 
themselves. Thus at Eton, where ho 
had among his contemporaries Lord 
Rosebery, Lord Randolph Churchill, 
Canon Scott Holland and Mr. Arthur 
Balfour, Parry was not only tho best 
football player of his- day, but took his 
Mus.B. at the age of eighteen. From 
Eton he went to Exeter College, Ox- 
ford, where he graduated in honors in 
law and modern history, and after- 
wards he' had a desk for a time at 
Lloyd's, where tradition has it that 
when business was slack he turned his 
attention to the shipping list as a sub- 
ject for musical treatment. He was 
not destined for a City career, how- 
ever, and soon left it for another with 
results known to all the world. 

Queen Alexandra's seaside bungalow 
at Snettisham Is a new departure-. 
Whatever might be the case with 
Cromer once upon a time, tho Norfolk 
coastline generally has not approved 
itself overmuch to Royal visitants. 
Bathing facilities are not its strong 
feature. But when the Queen goes 
over to Snettisham from Sandringharn 
— a matter of some four miles — the 
sea breezes no doubt will sufficiently 
serve her turn. Little as it looks like 
it now, Snettisham was, says the Pall 
Mall Gazette, once a town of some im- 
portance. Its tall church spire, that 
makes it a landmark all along tho 
Wash, is its most Important feature 
today, though what Royal prelldlction 1 
may be going to do for it remains to 
be seen. It was a Royal pamphleteer 
who made tho neighboring Hunstan- 
ton, Sir Roger L'Estrange. 

The anonymous gift of £300 towards 
the stipend of a new professor of bi- 
ology at Cambridge, who shall devote 
himself particularly to Darwinian sub- 
jects, comes with particular "grace on 
the eve of the centenary of the great 
naturalist's birth. It is just about 
eighty years since that Darwin went 
up to the University. Tlis father had 
been "very properly vehement" against 
his turning Into "an idle •.-porting 
man"; he hipisolf did not want to be- 
come a physician, even with his fam- 
ous grandfather's example before him; 
so he went to Cambridge to prepare 
for taking holy orders. Perhaps ho 
had a prophetic vision of the meeting 
of German phrenologists who, many 
years after, in discussing the shape of 
his head, declared that he had the 
bump of reverence big enough for ten 
priests. In the Intervals of studying 
Paloy, shooting and hunting, and cul- 
tivating a taste for music and pictures 
ho collected beetles, a pursuit which 
was his greatest pleasure then. But 
on the whole Darwin gave small evi- 
dence of his future greatness. Cam- 
bridge will appreciate this latest tes- 
timony to his worth, and not the least, 
among her sons, his own son, Sir 
George Howard Darwin, the Savillan 
professor of astronomy. 

The report of the Superintendent of 
Education for Natal, which has just 
been issued, contains some interesting 
particulars concerning the education 
i > f the natives, who loom so large in 
tho public eye at present. One hun- 
dred and seventy schools for natives 
are In receipt of public aid, of which 
thirty are either wholly or in part 
boarding schools. Several of tho 
schools were closed In tho districts af- 
fected by the rebellion' twelve months 
ago, but they are all reopened, and 
better attended than before. Good 
laundry work is done in some of the 
schools, and at Marlannhlll, a Trap- 
plst Institution, excellent and practical 
work is done in agriculture, which is 
taught both to. boys and girls. The 
monks know that the best, solution of 
tho native problem is teaching tho 
dignity of labor. ...

London, Standard— From tho in- 
formation which we publish j this 
morning' It .would appear that tho dif- 
ficulty whlhc has arisen between China 
and • Japan In connection' with the 
slezuro of the Tatsu Maru lias been 
practically settled. So far as ouy 
knowledge extends at this moment the 
incident Itself is of no great import- 
anee. If the Tatsu Maru was char- 
tered in the Interest of a private en- 
terprise whose object was to evade tho 
Chinese • prohibition ' directed _ against 
tho importation of arms. It' might 
reasonably be supposed that, as the 
steamer was flying the Japanese flag, 
the Japanese Government would have 
hastened to disclaim responsibility for 
her broach of Chinese regulations. But 
wo have, yet to learn that Japan took 
any such course. The ship's action 
would appear to differ in no essential 
respect from that which would be pur-' 
sued In time of war if Japan were a 
neutral power carrying non-,eontra- 
band goods Into the port of a belliger- 
ent.' As it is impossible to' suppose 
that, the contraband was being sent to 
China with the connivance of the Jap- 
aneso government, the owners and 
crow of the Tatsu Maui were simply 
engaged in smuggling. It would there- 
fore appear that Japan adopted an ex- 
tremely minatory and uncompromis- 
ing attitude towards China in defence 
of a smuggler. The explanation of 
what, in tho light of complete know-, 
ledge, we are obliged to regard as a 
singular anomaly in international re- 
lations may perhaps be found to res- 
ult from the discord which prevails at 
this moment in Japanese domestic 
politics. While therefore there Is no 
reason to suppose that tho keen Intel- 
ligence and practised sagacity which 
have guided Japan hitherto will bo 
subverted by popular clamor it is 
probably tho case that the rulers of the 
nation will llnd increasing difficulties 
In pursuing the policy which has won 
tho respect of tho Western world. 

London Dally Mail. — The question 
of the German Emperor's letter to 
Lord Tweedmouth will bo raised 
afresh in Parliament today, though 
most of the salient facts arc now in 
the possession of our readers. Amus- 
ing as this affair is in its personal as- 
pect, it has yet a graver side since It 
has once more drawn attention to the 
relations between Britain and Ger- 
many. The German Emperor is said 
to have asked in tho letter why in 
British discussions of naval policy tho 
German fleet was always made tho 
standard of comparison with the 
British, and why the United States, 
Japanese and French navies were pas- 
sed over in silence. The answer is 
that Germany has plainly announced 
her ambition to be supreme upon the 
sen. It is a^great ambition of a. great 
and virile people. But for Britain to 
allow this ambition to be accomplished 
spells the loss of tho British Empire, 
and even of the independence of the 
United Kingdom. AVo do not think so 
meanly of our Ministers, whether Un- 
ionist or Liberal, as to suppose that 
they are capable of being seduced 
from their responsibilities by the per- 
sonal condescensions of any foreign 
Sovereign. Our duty is, then, not to 
bo jperturbed by little incidents, but 
to emulate "that precision of view, 
that submission of facts, that disdain 
of abstractions, that professional con- 
scientiousness, and that intensity of 
will." which, as Professor Denis says 
In his masterly history of the founda- 
tion of the German Empire, have been 
the real secrets of German success. 

Tho well-informed correspondent 
who gave an explanation of the true 
import of the German Empedor's let- 
ter to the Dally Telegraph furnishes 
tho following additional statement in 
that paper: — 

Tho paragraph, in Lord Esher's let- 
ter was as follows: — "The Board of 
Admiralty may occasionally make mis- 
takes, but that they have by word or 
act appeared to doubt the vital neces- 
sity for naval supremacy or that they 
would stoop to subordinate tho naval 
superiority of this country to any per- 
sonal or political exigency does not re- 
quire to bo proved by 'public inquiry." 
There is not a man in Germany from 
tho Emperor downward who would 
not welcome the fall of Sir John Fis- 
her, and for this reason only apart 
from all others I must beg to decline 
your Invitation to join the Council of 
tho Maritime League." 

This statement was an indiscretion 
on Lord Esher's part, but it was never 
of course thought that It would come 
under the fierce light that beats upon 
the throne of the German Empire. But 
it did. Lord Esher's Indiscretion 
prompted His Majesty to an indiscre- 
tion. He was disappointed by the 
statements lie had previously read in 
somo English papers, and now was ; 
noyed at what he regarded as Lord 
Esher's misrepresentation of German 
opinion. He forthwith sat down to 
write Lord Tweedmouth correcting 
Lord Esher. He pointed out that it 
was all a mistake, it was a colloquial 
note as to a friend, and no doubt with 
a mlschevious twinkle. His Majesty 
added that he could not understand 
what Lord Esher, who was responsible 
for the drains of Windsor Castle, had 
to do with British naval policy, and ho 
pointed out that the German fleet was 
only one-fifth of tho strength of tin: 
British navy, and therefore there wus 
really no occasion for bitterness. And 
so on. Though it was marked "pri- 
vate," Lord Tweedmouth showed the 
letter to colleagues In the Cabinet, and 
unfortunately to others. This latter 
method of treating a secret was Lord 
Twecclmoutli's contribution to the 
series of indiscretions. 

London Morning Post. — There seems 
to be a general feeling that important 
changes may bo pending in the distri- 
bution of political parties. The Prime 
Minister's unfortunate illness— dislo- 
cating an arrangement to which Ufa 
mind of the country hud become ad- 
justed — has deprived the Liberal party 
of the only leader hitherto regarded no 
capable of effectually uniting its dis- 
cordant sections. Mr. Asqulth, despite 
his extraordinary capacity for lucid 
reasoning and continuous hard work, 
Is known not to command the confi- 
dence of the adventurous spirits who 
form tho left wing of the Ministerial 
party, In the current number of tho 
Nation, Mr. Winston Churchill pub- 
lishes a long letter on "The Untrodden 
Field in Politics, "which can only be 
regarded as his manifesto to tho im- 
patient forwards of the party. Ho be- 
gins by complaining that the Irruption 
of tariff reform into the political arena 
has awkwardly reversed the traditional 
positions of tho two great parties, 
making the Unionists appear as tho 
advocates of social progress and the 
Liberals as Its opponents. But tho 
moment has, he suggests, now arrived 
when the Liberal party may once 
moro "urge forward the social march," 
and utterly dlscomllt the wicked pro- 
tectionists.

Bartlett was about 25 years old. He 
came to Canada about a year ago from 
Kent, England. 



Desperado Escapes. 

Regina, Sask., March 24.— George 
Mason, alias Dan Morrisey, robber and 
general bad man, who was serving a 
year In the provincial jail here be- 
cause he stole a coat in Regina and a 
suit case in Wolseley at tho end of 
last January, escaped from jail last 
night at a late hour and Is still out. 
Ho persistently worked a loose nut on 
the door until he secured means of es- 
cape from tho cell, and then, watching 
his opportunity, he went through a 
skylight window to the roof of the jail. 
By some means or other he had secur- 
ed possesion of a rope, which he fast- 
ened to the flagpole on the jail. Ho 
then lowered himself to the ground. 
An investigation will be held to ascer- 
tain how Morrisy secured the rope. 

It. was reported at a meeting of 
VVimborno' (Dorset) Guardians that 
within the past six wcelts 512 vagrants 
had applied at the police station for 
tickets of admission to the workhouse, 
a record far in excess of neighboring 
unions, and attributed by a member to 
the lack of any labor test beyond the 
chopping of wood. No fewer than 
ninety-one vagrants had to be sent 
out to sleep at the various lodging 
houses in the town, at a cost of 4d.

John Hepburn was mulcted $20 In 
tho police court yesterday morning Tor 
hitting Mark Norton 011 the jaw wlth;a 
spade. The complainant appeared In 
the box with a badly swollen jaw 
which he said was the result of tlio 
blow. According to his own story he 
had been paid off at eight o'clock on 
Monday morning last, but had sonio 
more money coming to him from Hop- 
burn. About noon lie went to Hepburn, 
where he was at work demolishing 
buildings on Chatham street, and asked 
him for the rest of tho money. He 
asserted that thereupon Hepburn hit 
him with u spade without any provo- 
cation, rendering him unconscious. 
When he came to he was in the police 
station. 

Malcolm Martin and George Bawlin- 
son, who were at work on an adjoining 
building, corroborated. his story, assert- 
ing that they heard Hepburn tell Nor- 
ton that if he did not go away* he 
would get into serious trouble. At that 
juncture -the spade episode occurred. 
Beyond Hepburns remarks they did not 
hear what was said. 

John Hepburn's story was that the 
man had been paid oft in full, and had 
come around drunk disturbing the men, 
though he oiade no claim for money. 
The man followed witness up to the 
top of the house where he was work- 
ing on the rafters and refused lo go. 
Hepburn said lie was in a dangerous 
position and merely pushed Norton 
away with his spade. When Norton 
fell and did not get lip again, he sent 
for the doctor, who Hepburn claimed 
said that the complainant was un- 
conscious from the results of drinking 
rather than from tho blow. He stat- 
ed most emphatically that ho had no 
intention of injuring the num. 

In imposing a line of $20. tho magis- 
trate remarked that if Norton came 
around drunk disturbing tho work, 
ho should have sent for tho police and 
not have taken the law into his own 
hand. He was lucky that the blow had 
not landed on some other part of the 
head, as very serious results might 
lio.ve ensued. 

Aubrey Ohern, charged with using 
obscene language on the streets and 
with abusing his horses, was remand- 
ed till today at the request of his 
counsel, J. A. Aikman. 

James Payne, charged with stealing 
a gold watch valued at $250, was also 
remanded for a day to secure the at- 
tendance of some witnesses. John 
Longbottom and Alfred Mason have 
been brought over from Vancouver, as 
they are believed to have beon con- 
cerned iif tho theft, and will probably 
be seen in the dock today. 

Alexander Carter, a boy of seven- 
teen, was charged with furious driving. 
He came round the corner of Yates and 
Government strc I jn ft two- wheeled 
grocery cart at a high rate of speed. 
The magistrate did not impose a fine 
as it was a lirst offense, and on ac- 
count of his youth, but warned the lad 
to b(> more careful with his driving in 
tile future.. 

• Thomas Savory was (Inert .-"$3" /or 
spitting; on the sidewalk. This is the 
llrst prosecution for. this ofTense 'for 
some time, and Savory pleaded ignor- 
ance of the bylaw.'- The magistrate re- 
marked that lie had the- power 'to im- 
pose any line up to .'$50, but under the 
circumstances 'would ..deal leniently 
with the case before him. Tho police 
Intend to enforce this bylaw strictly in 
an attempt to put a stop to the filthy 
practice.

Nearly Quarter of a Million in 
New Buildings to Date 
This Year 



There have been about a thousand j residing in tho city or neighborhood 

who will become members of the as- 
sociation, besides thoso who have beeii 
on active service In pthftr campaigns. 

Last night's meeting did little more 
than discuss the preliminary, steps 
which must be taken toward organlza- 1 
tjon. it is intended to apply for. a 
charter of incorporation, and, . when 
formed, the association wl|i bo par- 
ticularly useful in looking after the 
claims of members in cases of fiefi-j 
sinus, land grants for service and 
other matters. Similar associations 
are in existence in Vancouver, Toron- 
to, Ottawa and other Eastern centres. 

At hist night's meeting A. J. Brace 
and J. Winkel were appointed a com- 
mittee to arrange for a permanent 
place of meeting. The discussion was 
chiefly in connection with the choice 
of a haute and the qualification for 
membership, It was decided that 
every one who lias fought in any cam- 
paign waged by Great Britain shall 
be eligible for membership. A tee, 
of $2 was fixed and all applicants 
imust furnish satisfactory proofs that 
they are entitled to become members. 
It is expected that as soon as the as- 
sociation has been duly organized 
weekly meeting will be held. 

One of the first members to ho on- 
rolled was J. Treem, n veteran of the 
Fenian raid In i860. Another meet- 
ing will be held in about two weeks' 
time, when organization will bo com 
pleted. 



Up to yesterday the total aggregate 
value of the buildings Tor which per- 
mits have been Issued by Bulking In- 
spector Northcott since tho first of 
the year was $221,000. The marked 
growth In the city, and the consequent 
impetus given to building operations 
is reflected in tho building figures, 
which. In tho next two months, are 
expected to make an even better show- 
ing, as now Is the period when build- 
ing operations become more active. 

During Junuary permits for build- 
ings aggregating $54,000 in value 
were issued and in February the fig- 
ures were about $71,000. Up to yes- 
terday the value of the buildings for 
which permits have been issued this 
month was $55,000, and it is expected 
that before the month ends there will 
be a material addition to this amount. 

March and April are supposed to 
be the busiest months in building cir- 
cles, as the majority of those contem- 
plating building make their plans 
about this time of year. 

A noticeable feature of the building 
situation at present is the fact of the 
decided activity in building in those 
sections outside of the city. There 
are a large number of dwellings be- 
ing erected or projected in Oak Buy 
and in that part of Saanich just out- 
side tho city limits. As no permits 
are required for these buildings, they 
do not figure In the city's returns al- 
though they are practically city build- 
ings. The growth - in those • portions 
outside the city 'limits' has boon con- 
tinuous and rapid, and when one con- 
siders; the building' activities of Vic- 
toria it Is necessary to include the re- 
cent additions to outside municipali- 
ties.

The city has decided to enforce tho 
provisions of the revenue by-law, 
amended last September, whereby a 
tax of $50 every six months was levied 
against the life Insurance companies 
doing business in Victoria. The regu- 
lation has been part of the civic laws 
for the past five or six years, but bas- 
net been enforced to the full extent 
until this year. This Week City Treas- 
urer Kent sent out notices to seven- 
teen agents of insurance firms, noti- 
fying them that the tax of $100 per 
year is due and payable, and while in 
one or two instances there has been 
moro or less protest, the majority of 
tho agents will readily pay tho assess- 
ment. 

In 1302 a by-law was passed which, 
among other things, provided for the 
taxation of every insurance corpora- 
tion doing business and taking risk-s 
in the municipality (other than a fire, 
marine, plate glass, accident, fidelity 
and employers' liability Insurance 
company) to the extent of $50 for 
every six months. The by-law has 
been in force slncn that time, but 
owing to the objections raised by some 
of the agents it has never been en- 
forced beyond an impost of $20, the 
same tax as Imposed on companies do- 
ing business in lines of insurance other 
than life insurance. 

Whether it is that the city needs 
the money, or the council has come to 
the conclusion that the by-law should 
be enforced, now that it is in opera- 
tion, is not known, but the fact re- 
mains thfit the life insurance com- 
panis doing business In the city must 
liay tho prescribed amount.

When Forks Were Young. 

Mr. Mark Guy Pearse has an article 
in the Quarterly Review describing the 
travels of Thomas Coryat, an old tra- 
veler who was born in Somerset in 
1377. Coryat deserves to be remem- 
bered by housekeepers as the man who 
introduced forks into England. He 
gives the following account of the 
matter: 

" 'I observed a custome in all those 
Italian Cities and Townes through 
the which 1 passed, that is not used in 
any other country that I saw in my 
travels, neither doe I thinke that any 
other nation of Christendome doth rise 
it, but only Italy. The Italian and also 
most strangers that are eommorant in 
Italy, doe ahvaies at their meales use 
a little forke when they cut their 
meate. For while with their knito 
which they hold in one hand and they 
the meate' out. of the dish, they fasten 
their forke which they hold in their 
other hand upon the same dish, so that 
whatsoever he be that sitting in the 
company of any others at meale, 
should unadvisedly touch the dish or 
mcato with his lingers from whicli all 
at the table doe cut, he will give oc- 
casion of offence unto the company, 
as having transgressed the lawes of 
good manners, in so much that for hia 
error he shall be at the least brow- 
beaten, if not reprehended in wordes.' 

"'This forme of feeding I understand 
is generally used in all places in Italy, 
their forkes being lor the most part 
made of yron or Steele, and some of 
silver, but these are only used by gen- 
tlemen Hereupon I myself 

thought good to imitate the Italian 



fashion by this forked cutting of 
meate, not only while I was in Italy, 
but also In Germany, and oftentimes 
In England since I came home: -being 
once quipped for that frequent using 
of my forke, by a certain learned Gen- 
tleman, a familiar friend of mine, ane 
M. Laurence Whltaker, who in his 
merry humor doubted not to call mo 
at table "furclfer," only for using a 
forke at feeding, but for no other 
cause.' " 



Greyhound to Be Worn 

Signs and portents read that the 
graceful little Italian greyhound will 
be the society woman's pet for a year 
or two. It was in high . favor in a 
former generation and centuries before 
that as well. The delicate build and 
Hogarthian curves of the breed al- 
ways have appealed to artists, with 
tho possible exception of Landseer, 
who preferred the English type. It's 
strange the camera artists haven't 
rediscovered tile brute's decorative 
possibilities. The Italian greyhound is 
much smaller than the English. In 
fact, many fanciers insist it's a Wholly 
different breed. Often It's no bigger 
than a terrier, and hardly ever does It 
attain the height of a small collie. It 
Is of much slighter mold than the 
big English • greyhound and swifter in 
sprints, though it lacks the endur- 
ance of the rabbit coursers. The Italian 
greyhound is valueless as a protector. 
] ll barks so seldom, if at all, that it is 
of little use as a watchdog. But it 
goes well against a background of 
'marble stadrs, vekvet curtains and- 
flowing feminine draperies. — Philadel- 
phia Telegraph.

HERE AND THERE 

There are few objects more worthy, 
the support, not only of men, but of 
women, .than the Seamari'u' Institute. 
There Is so little we. can do for the 
sailors who visit this port that most 
of us unite forget to do that little. 
The ships lie at anchor off tho outer 
wharf and we think little, If at nil, 
about Hum. Yet the men and lads 
who come ashore from them are often 
homesick and almost" always friend- 
less. Those they love are far away 
nnd 'temptations to do wrong besot 
them On every hand. 

■Tho Seaman's institute affords them 
a place where they can enjoy com- 
panionship and innocent recreation. 
These deep sea sailors' have little 
money to spend and for want of sup- 
port the institute is likely to be given 
up. 

Surely that would be a disgrace to 
tlie city. It is not an expensive In- 
stitution, and the little that it re- 
quires to support it should be freely 
given. Are there no mothers whoso 
own sons are far away who -would 
be glad to help these boys to avoid 
the temptations of a strange city'.' 
The letter of Admiral Fleet in yester- 
day morning's paper points to some 
of the ways in which the institute 
can be supported and it is hoped tho 
generous citizens of Victoria will re- 
spond to the appeal. 

» • » 

There is a movement on foot to 
erect a monument to Shakespeare- In 
London to which the world will be 
asked to contribute. It is said that the 
king approves of the proposal and will 
allow the memorial to be erected on 
tho site now occupied by the statue of 
the Duke of Kent, tlie king's grand- 
father. 

That many thousands, perhaps mil- 
lions of people will be eager to con- 
tribute to a monument to England's 
greatest poet cannot be doubted. Yet 
In reading of the plan one is reminded 
ot the saying about the tombs of,, tho 
prophets. In this twentieth century 
are the works of the great dramatist 
studied even among English speaking 
"people as they have been in the past'.' 
If the stage Is to be taken as evidence, 
we know that the production of a 
Shakesperlan play is a rare. event, ex- 
cept In the largest cities. There. are 
extracts from the plays in the school- 
books and they are studied - in col-, 
lege, but is it not a fact that but few 
men and still fewer women are as 
familiar witli the characters and the 
scenes of Shakespeare's dramas as 
people In the same class were llfty 
or sixty years ago? There is In these 
days so much reading that Is at- 
tractive and that comes to us with 
the stamp of .novelty, that it is the 
very . exceptional person who takes 
time to study one of Shakespeare's 
plays. For his plays must he studied 
If one Is to get any good from them. 

By all means let the world erect a 
monument to this, Che greatest and 
most human of poets and let it be 
worthy of its great subject. At the 
same time let us remind one another 
that the works of an author are bis 
best monument and that he llvci 
among us only as long as his words 
influence our .thoughts and feelings. 

It is quite triii.- that we do not read 
any book worth reading that has been 
written since his time that does not 
in some degree reflect the thoughts 
of the poet, Yet who would be satis- 
lied with even tin- most perfect photo- 
graph who ciml, i look, at will, upon 
the original painting'.' 

To judge by tlie women's magazine, 
courtesy to women and consideration 
for them is no longer to be found in 
tin- outdoor lit',, of tin- United States. 
.Men, It is said, no longer give way 
to women or yield them the preference 
in anything, strong men Weep their 
seats in th-- street cars while old or 
delicate women are forced to stand. 
Tin- same state of affairs is seen at 
the doors of theatres and in other 
places where men and women together 
wait their turn. At the depots, it is 
:i very rare thing for ;i woman to re- 
ceive assistance from a man. 

In Canada matters have not yet 
reached this stage. As a rule, men are 
courteous and women receive all the 
assistance they wish. Our cars are, 
perhaps, not so often crowded as in 
United States cities ami people are 
not in so great a hurry. 

If, in the future, men cease to he 
courteous In our new country, women 
will have themselves to 'blame. In 
tlie firs! place', they are the mothers 
of tlie men of Die future. If a little 
fellow is taught, in his own Inline, to 
be gentle nnd polite to his sisters and 
his mother he will not do likely, as n 
man, to see any woman In need of help 
without offering to give it. 

Women, themselves, very often by 
an assumption of Independence tiiev 
are far, sometimes, from feeling, repel 
the courtesies which would he freely 
offered If it were felt they would lie 
received courteously. It is very hard 
to be polite to those whose manner 
and look forbid attention. 

Tlie woman who is at once modest 
and gentle will seldom fail to com- 
mand the true courtesy of strong anil 
kind men. 

• * * 

The value of birds is not so greatly 
appreciated as it deserves to be. We 
are- apt to grudge the robins and other 
songsters their toll of fruit, forget- 
ting that they do much to r|d our 
gardens ,of pests which would, wore it 
not for thom, destroy not only the 
fruit trees, but other vegetation, If we 
are wise we will welcome these sum- 
mer Visitors, not only tor their beauty 
and melody but for the good they do. 
In this climate, where there are so 
imfiy Insect pests, their assistance is 
invaluable. They should he protected 
from their natural enemies and chil- 
dren should be taught to love and care 
for them. 

Tho Seattle Federation of Women's 
clubs lias secured a site for a club 
hotise. The advantage of having a 
building in which all the women's 
societies iii the city can meat- is real- 



ized by the people of Seattle. The 
Post-Intolligeneor says, 

"Comfortably housed in their own 
building, which should be and will be 
as much an ornament to tho city as it 
will bo a convenience 'to them, they 
will be able to strengthen their ener- 
gies, co-ordinate the efforts of sep- 
arate organizations, and thus accom- 
plish very much more than they havo 
hitherto accomplished, which is to say 
merely that they will eclipse a record 
of good achievements." 

"Seattle will be proud of a club 
house for club women, not solely be-, 
cause it will add another ornament to 
the city, but also because of the spirit, 
energy and progress ivenpss which call- 
ed It Into being."

TRIED _RECIPES 

Pleasant Pudding. 

Cut stale bread into one-half inch 
slices and remove the crusts, which 
can be dried and crushed tine for 
African pudding: Butter the bread on 
both sides, then cut into small dice. 
To one cupful, pressed down, add one 
pint of sweet milk, one-half cupful of 
molasses, one-half teaspoonful salt, 
one teaspoonful cinnamon, one-half 
teaspoonful each of mace and cloves; 
bake three hours in moderate oven 
and serve with cream. 

African Pudding. 

One-fourth pint of stale bread 
crumbs, rolled and sifted, one pint 
milk, yolks of two eggs and one wliolc 
egg beaten with" two tablespoonfuls 
sugar, -one teaspoonful vanilla, one 
ounce sweetened chocolate melted over 
hot water; bake in moderate oven un- 
til firm tin centre. Beat two egg 
whites with two tablespoonfuls sugar 
until stiff, add one-half teaspoonful 
lemon juice and spread over pudding 
roughly; return to slow oven to be- 
come firm and .delicately browned; 
garnish witli sliced..., bananas and al- 
monds. , . ... 

' '•' Fruit /Whip. 
Cook thirteen large prunes until ten- 
der; remove pits and cook with one 
cupful sugar until . like thick marma- 
lade; press through a sieve, then fold 
wliile hot Into two egg whites beaten 
stiff and dry; sol in hot water to 
cook until egg Is firm, then set aside 
to cool; serve .with boiled custard 
sauce and decorate with sliced orange 
sections.

Tlie meeting oC the British Columbia 
amateur lacrosse association which is 
to bo held In this city on Saturday 
night next is attracting much atten- 
tion among- the local lacrosse frater- 
nity and It is likely that the delegate 
will deal with many important ques- 
tions in connection with lacrosse af- 
fairs in this province. 

Delegates from all of the different 
senior clubs In the province have been 
.appointed at .the annual meeting of 
t heir:; rcsrpe'fctlve : ,ofcga.n lza0onar_: r. thalt 
have 'been, held on the mainland; and. 
it looks . as though these ..magnates 
will come' to the meeting prepared' for 
business and instructed to make many 
important alterations that may be 
considered beneficial to the game' in 
this province. 

It is likely that one of the ques- 
tions that will come up for discussion 
and consideration will be the profes- 
sional question and the delegates will 
make no mistake in having a thorough 
understanding on this problem at 
once. The hint that has been advanc- 
ed by the New Westminster club to 
the effect that they are too poor to 
pay for the services of [professionals 
does .not do away with the end of 
season "divy" that it is suggested is 
doled out and makes the players as 
professional as if they were paid open- 
ly. 

It. is likely that the local delegates 
will be permitted to be present al- 
though they are not at present mem- 
bers of the big organization and it is 
quite within their province to make 
a bid to the representatives that are 
present for admission to the senior 
league. When this question was con- 
sidered earlier in the season at a 
special meeting of the delegates of the 
various clubs the reason advanced for 
the refusal of the representatives to 
consider the question which was em- 
bodied in Matt Barr's proposal for a 
new formation of the senior scries in- 
cluding the locals was the objection of 
New Westminster to split up their 
team into two. 

The reason that the champions ad- 
vanced for thls\as their Intention to 
go after the Minto cup and that their 
< -bailees would be jeproadised by so 
doing. They have renounced their in- 



tention of going after the coveted 
pewterware and the question of a 
new formation might well be consid- 
ered and adopted at this meeting, as 
it is enderstood that all of the Van- 
couver clubs are willing to stand by 
the proposal made by president Barr. 

With the strong lineup that the lo- 
cals uro sure of having it is up to the 
local delegates to get busy with an 
active canvas of the visiting delegates. 
Another strong reason why the idea 
of entering a senior team in the 
league should not be dropped is that 
it is almost a certainty that the new 
grounds that will, it is expected be 
purchased in the heart of the city by 
a local syndicate command big gate 
receipts and insure strong backing for 
the locals. The syndicate promises 
that with the grounds backed by a 
strong public desire to again put the 
game on a strong footing here that 
nothing but admission to the big 
league will be Included in their plans. 

It Is thought likely that Victoria, if 
admitted- to the senior league will: bn 
honored with a - place ,<jiv the new Opiate, 
of of Clears: when these ar§. elected on 
'Saturdays - It is not known "-whether 
or. -not the meeting will draw up a 
schedule on Saturday night, but it is 
likely that this matter will be left till 
a latter date. 

If the" holding. of the meeting in this 
city is to be taken as a compliment to 
the local club and an attempt to wak- 
en interest here ■ in the. game as has 
been stated by the Vancouver people, 
the best indication of this would be 
the admission of the' local club to 
senior rank and the present clubs 
could accomplish this gracefully and 
with an added prestige to the big 
league. The enthusiasts here say that 
the performances of the Victoria team 
in the past few seasons should not be 
taken as, a proof that the material in 
this city cannot be whipped into a 
team that will give all of the teams 
close and exciting games. They eon- 
tend that this year will be one. of th 
most successful the Capital has ever 
seen and the spirit that has been man- 
ifested already this season justifies 
this statement.

While it is con- 
ceded that other countries, aside rroni 
the two mentioned, will enter formid- 
able athletic tennis, it is expected that 
the real battle for the premier track 
and held championships will eventually 
center upon the aggregations of the 
United States and England. With this 
1 in view the committees in charge of 
I the organizations which will represent 
these nations are working without 
ceasing to perfect the assembly of ath- 
letes who in the final struggle for the 
international championship . may fully 
demonstrate the superiority of the An- 
glo-Saxon race in amateur tracl; and 
Held sports. 

In London the date for the I rial meets 
which will Indicate the athletes best 
litted to represent England lias been 
set Tor Saturday.

Believed C, P, R, Will Join With 
• Union Steamship Co, to 
Operate Line 



"When tho contract for the Can 
aclian -Australian inail service expires 
in July there will lie an opportunity 
for tlir C.P.'R. company or other en- 
terprising lines to take over the ser- 
vice between British Columbia and (he 
'Antipodes. According to a report on 
good authority, the Union Steamshli 
company will not continue the service 
unless an Increased subsidy is given 
which the governments of Canada and 
Australia do not feel disposed 
grant, unless under conditions for an 
improved service to which the New- 
Zealand company will not agree.' it 
is generally expected that an ar 
rangement will eventually be made 
■wish to. Tin' Union SteariVsliip com 
j'.-my and the C. P. It. Slte^imslflV 
company for the joint operation of the 
service. 

A well-infornud steamship man 
said: "1 think it is safe to say that 
the Union company will never provide 
without assistance, the fine service 
which is required under the contracts 
prepared, which, as will be remem- 
bered, the management returned to 
the Ottawa government recently with- 
out signature. I don't think they 
wish to. The Union Etcaniship com- 
pany' is essentially a coasting com- 
pany, although it has ambitions of an 
oversea trade. It has now three first 
class cargo steamers one of which, the 
Aparitna was recently In these waters. 
One of the favorite methods of ad- 
vertisement is to place the newest 
vessels for a time in the Canadian- 
Australian line hence the appearance 
of the Maheho, Manuka rind Aparima 
and the coming Marama.)" 

The R. M. S. Moana will sail from 
the outer wharf tomorrow evening 
for the Antipodes. On arrival a't 
Sydney the steamer will he withdrawn 
from this service for a time, being re- 
placed by the Manuka for the summer 
season. The Marama, which is due 
April 9 on her maiden voyage, witli 
the Manuka, and Aorangi, will main- 
tain the service. Although it was an- 
nounced that the Marama, the best of 
the steamers now in the Union Steam- 
ship company's fleet, was built for 
the Canadian- Australian line, it is re- 
ported on good authority that she will 
make only two trips daring the sum- 
mer season and the lato autumn and 
winter service will he maintained by 
the steamer Aorangi, Manuka and Mo- 
ana. With the recent withdrawal of 
the Miowera, whose officers have re- 
signed from the Union Steamship 
company since arrival, the old Can- 
adian-Australian line which had the 
mall contract for the service lias only 
a one-third interest in the service. The 
Aorangi Is the only vessel remaining 
owned by the Canadian-Australian 
company. 

Efforts are now being made to se- 
cure the removal of the Aorangi from 
the line by the Union Stsamship 
company, the Canadian-Australian 
line objecting. With the removal of 
the Aorangi from the service the Un- 
ion company will secure undisputed 
control. The original Canadian-Aus- 
tralian line would be willing to hand 
over their interest in the mall service 
to the Union company upon condition 
that the latter company purchase the 
Aorangi. The Union company will not 
■however, agree to this proposition, as 
the Aorangi is not only an obsolete 
vessel, but. falls a long way short of 
the requirements, not only of the Can- 
adian-Australian line, but also for 
coastal or other services of the New 
Zealand company. 

Many efforts have been made with- 
in the past two years to dispose Vif 
the Aorangi by sale, lastly to Japanese 
but negotiations have always failed. 
To those who know the Aorangi this 
will not be surprising. Many better 
vessels are being broken up for scrap 
at British shipyards. Meanwhile the 
Aorangi continues in the service for 
tin; original holders of the subsidy, a 
thorn In the side of the Union Steam- 
ship company. 

When It is considered that the Aus- 
tralian traveler can save five days of 
ills time, and $57 of hi..; money and 
travel by a picturesque, • interesting 
and comfortable route escaping the 
heat of tlie Red Sea, etc, it is con- 
sidered remarkable that the Canadian- 
Australian line does not enjoy a 
greater business than it does. The 
fault in the pasl has been in the 
steamers supplied for the: trade. 'Pile 
Miowera was totally unfit, the Aoran- 
gi is scarcely much better for mod- 
ern first class passenger travel, if the 
line was Improved by the addition of 
such vessels as the Marama, Maheno 
and the new Makura under construc- 
tion at Glasgow it is stated for this 
line, they would, in the opinion of 
those conversant with the trade, be 
constantly filled. 

Anyone who calculates the distance 
nyd other advantages of the Canadlatl- 
Atl'straliaft route to and from England 
can readily see what a future awaits 
it, and with, such a service as con- 
templated by the All Red line It would 
1/4 seen that it is the natural route 
for mails between England and the 
Antipodes, Another great factor In 
the favor of the Canadian-Australian 
route Is the average weather condi- 
tions.

SEALSKINS SOLD 

ATL0WER PRICES 

London Gales Show Decline of 3 Per 
Cent. Over Last December 
Market 



The sealskin and fur sales held in 
London yesterday by tho Hudson's 
Bay company and other dealers re- 
sulted in a still further decline In the 
price of sealskins 'and of some or the 
dry furs. The Boring Sea sealskins 
sold, there being a. small quantity 
held over from the December anil 
January sales, brought 3 per cent 
lower than in December, when there 
was a marked decline In comparison 
with the sales of December of the 
previous year. The Copper island pelts 
also brought 3 per cent lower, and 
the Cape Horn skins, fewer of which 
were offered this year, brought the 
same price as last December. 

At the- Hudson's Bay company's sale 
of dry fur, mink skins brought 17% 
per cent less than last, year; otter 
la-ought 12% per cent higher, silver 
fox sold for T/j per cent higher, fisher 
skins for 12',i per cent lower, and 
ermine sold lower still, the. price rul- 
ing SO per cent' less than last year. 
Marten were 15 per cent lower and 
beaver 12% per cent less than last 
year.

Text of Influential Petition Sent 
to Premier and Members 
of Government 



The following petition, signed by 72 
of the leading business men of the city, 
lias been sent to Sir Wilfred Laurier, 
Hon. Mr. Brodctir, minister of marine, 
Hon. William Templeman ant! the. mem- 
bers of tho Dominion House for British 
Columbia, witli letters .pointing out the 
desirability of having the new fishery 
protection cruiser for service In British 
Columbia waters built in British Co- 
lumbia. The premier, ministers and 
members, have been informed of the 
reasons why a preference should he 
given to British Columbia shipyards, 
and it lias also been pointed out that to 
the cost of a steamer built at a Brit- 
ish shipyard is to be added tho insur- 
ance for the trip around Cape Horn, 
six months stores, coal, which costs as 
much as 60 shillings tier ton when 
loaded at the South American ports 
where it would be necessary to bunker, 
six months oil and other supplies, 
wages, etc., and, moreover, the differ- 
ence which would result In the prlco 
feu- construction owing to the duties 
to be paid on the material while the 
finished vessel was brought in free 
of duty and other points In favor of 
building tho vessel hei'o were noted in 
tho letters sent with the petition, which 
reads: 

"We. the undersigned petitioners, 
largely interested in the shipping and 
transportation business of British Co- 
lumbia, respectfully beg to present the 
following matters for your earnest con- 
sideration : 

"The ocean and const borne com- 
merce to and from this western portion 
nf Canada is rapidly increasing, while 
the vessels engaged are of greater ton- 
lingo and proportions. Such vessels 
are largely owned by foreigners WHO 
dorivo great advantages in the form of 
mileage and tonnage bonuses received 
from their respective governments. 

"Shipbuilding is :v matter of national 
Importance to Canada and we desire 
to earnestly draw your attention to the 
great disadvantages under which our 
shipbuilding yards labor In this prov- 
ince. 

"A vessel built in Great Britain can 
be Imported into this country free of 
duty on hull and machinery, together 
witli her entire outfit, while our local 
builders in 'their competition are com- 
pelled to pay duty on the machinery 1 
(25 per cent.) rind on the material used, 
in construction (except plates and an- 
gles) which Is almost a prohibitive 
handicap to the successful development 
of tho shipbuilding industry on this 
coast. 

"Whilst wo have excellent and well 
equipped yards for building and re- 
pairing purposes, these establishments 
labor under serious disabilities in conse- 
quence of the high cost of living in this 
western country, necessarily proportion- 
ately higher rate of wages, being; at 
least ,35 per cent, higher" than' Eastern 
Canada and 75 per cent, higher than 
In the United Klngdam. 

"The government, we understand, 
When letting contracts on this coast In- 
variably stipulate that the port wages 
must bo paid for all labor employed 
on thi! construction of government 
work, and that a fair wage schedule is 
attached to and becomes a part of the 
contract. 

"The advantages to Canada of en- 
couraging her shipbuilding industry 
cannot be overestimated, and we sug- 
gest that a bounty be given builders at 
an adequato rate per ton on the gross 
tonnage, or by way of a percentage 
bonus on the actual cost of completed 
vessel when built. 

"It is understood that your govern- 
ment are at the present time preparing 
plans and specifications for a "fishing 
protection cruiser" for operation in 
British Columbia waters, and wo would 
most respectfully urge that such cruiser 
or cruisers be built in tills province 
where facilities exist for the purpose, 
and to that end give such adequate pro- 
tection as may be found necessary to 
place the order on this const whole the 
cruiser or cruisers may have to operate.

The fugitive stole tho boat when he 
took flight, and had an arduous time 
before ho put into Hartley Bay, to be 
placed under arrest by Captain JIc- 
Coskrlo, who runs tho wharf and store 
at that settlement. Mr. Clifford of 
Kitamaat and, northern storekeepers 
generally had been warned to watch 
for the fugitive, and when Captain 
MeCoskrio took the Japanese in charge 
he notified tho provincial constable at 
Prince Rupert, to where the man was 
taken, and thence to Swanson Bay tor 
trial. 

Tho Camosun, when sho sailed again 
last night for the north carried a large 
number of passengers, including Mr. 
Parizeau of tho marine department, 
bound to Prince Rupert. Pat Hickcy, 
for many years chief engineer of 
Skeona river steamers, left for Port 
Essington.

RATE WAR COMMENCES 

ON PUGET SOUND RUN 

Many Vessels Plying on Seattle- Bre- 
merton Route Begin Cutting 
Their Rates 

The expected rate war on Paget 
Sound for the Seattle-Bremerton busi- 
ness has begun. Tho Port Orchard 
Route company the pioneer concern in 
the service, has announced that a 
special rate will be given to those' 
travelling backward and forward from 
Seattle each day. 

This Is mi answer to the arrival of 
the Montlcello on the run and tho an- 
ticipated coming of the steamer Tele- 
graph, which is being brought around 
from Portland. These vessels . have 
been put on tho line to cut Into the big 
business which It Is expected will come 
with the arrival of the warship fleet, 
and In addition to these It wus recent- 
ly announced that the big excursion 
steamer Yusemito, formerly of the C. 
P. N. company, would also go into 
commission at the. end of this month 
and make throe trips a day from Heat- 
tie to the navy yurd town. 

The Port Orchard route people re- 
cently added to their licet to keep pace 
with the growing' business, putting 
threo vessels on tho run, and on Moh- 
dn.v they announced thai a fourth 
would bo added in the course of a' 



This afternoon at a special meeting 
of the council of the Vancouver board 
of trade, action will bo taken on the 
matter uf the defective coasting laws 
of Canada. Just what steps will bo 
taken to bring the matter properly 
before tho federal government is a 
matter of considerable conjecture, but 
It is believed that a resolution will be 
passed urging the immediate amend- 
ment of the laws so that Canadian 
Shipping and commercial interests on 
this coast will be protected and fos- 
tered. 

It is pointed out by the interests af- 
fected that immediate effect could be 
given to such an amendment without 
loss as there are no vested rights in 
this matter as there were In the case 
of tho privilege granted the boats of 
certain foreign countries to engaged in 
tho Canadian coasting trade. In tho 
latter instanuo an order in council 
excluding Norwegian and other craft 
from coasting privileges was passed, 
but will not bo effective till January 1, 
11)09. 

The Vancouver board of trade, now 
certain that the coasting laws afford 
no protection to Canadian shipping, 
because of the loosely worded text, 
is expected to take action fofnorrow 
which will call the attention of Ot- 
tawa to tlio facts of the case In order 
that amendment may be made at the 
present session of tho House of Com- 
mons. As the law stands now, Ameri- 
can boats are prevented from trading 
from port to port in Canada, but there 
Is nothing to prevent them handling 
goods of Canadian origin which have 
been bonded through American terri- 
tory. It Is realized that if Victoria and 
Vancouver are to enjoy the full bene- 
fit of the development of the northern 
part of the province Incident to Grand 
Trunk Pacific construction, freight 
Shipped from Eastern Canada to Prince 
Rupert must not be allowed to bo rout- 
ed via Seattle for American boats to 
carry north. 

George MoNioholl, agent in Vancou- 
ver for tho Grand Trunk Pacific, an- 
nounces that none of the railwaly sup- 
plies are to be routed via Seattlo from 
Eastern Canada to Prince Rupert. Ho 
quullfles the statement by saying that, 
so far as he knows, tho railway lias no 
such intention.

Another African Railway. 

The Benguella Railway is now In 
course of construction between Loblto 
and Katanga. The principal object of 
tho new railway is to tup tho rich 
mineral field of Katanga, in the south- 
ern part of the Kongo Free States. It 
will traverse the entire Province of 
Angola and open vast areas, hitherto 
undeveloped, to commerce. It is said 
that the railway will eventually bo 
extended to link with the Cape to Cai- 
ro and Rhodesian systems, which Will 
shorten the journey to Pretoria or 
Johannesburg by some .",000 miles, 
and reduce the time occupied In tran- 
sit by Tour or five days. It is expected 
that Katanga will be reached In about 
four years. The new line will open up 
a copper industry which, it Is believed 
will become, one of th G greatest Indus- 
tries in Africa. Resides copper, the 
minerals of Katanga comprise tin and 
Bold. 



Vancouver, March 25. — On behalf of 
the Attorney-General an appeal was 
entered today by which the Full Court 
will be asked at its sittings here next 
week, to hold that the Natal act is 
operative against the Hindus, notwith- 
standing tho decision of Mr. Justice 
Morrison given last Friday that it Is 
in conflict with the Dominion immi- 
gration laws, i 

In the appeal the attorney-general 
asks for an order for the re-arrest of 
Narain Singh and ills thirty brethren, 
who, having failed to pass the educa- 
tional test of the Natal act, were 
sentenced to a year's imprisonment. 
As all had passed the Dominion regu- 
lations, Mr. Justice Morrison ordered 
their release, holding that tho Natal 
act was Ineffective being as the court 
held repugnant to tho Dominion laws. 

In illustration of this, it was pointed 
out that tiie captain of a vessel could 
under the Dominion laws bo lined if 
he did - not permit the landing of 
Hindus passed by tho Dominion of- 
flcer, while under the Natal act he 
could be fined five hundred dollars 
if he assisted in their landing before 
they had passed the Natal Act. 

In support of this A. D. Taylor, K.C., 
for the attorney-general argued that 
as tho province admittedly hud the 
right to pass certain Immigration laws 
it had the right to provide such lines 
as it pleased for their enforcement. 
The Full 'Jnurt will hear a lively ar- 
gument upon this, for it Is under- 
stood that this appeal is preliminary 
to a final appeal to the Privy Council. 

Three grounds of appeal have been 
filed by Taylor, Hulmo & Innes. First, 
that warrant and conviction are good 
and valid; second, that Mr. Justice 
Morrison erred in holding that the 
legislature had no jurisdiction to en- 
act tho Natal act: third, that he also 
erred in holding that tho Natal act 
was repugnant to the Dominion Im- 
migration act. 

Chief Justice Hunter, Mr. Justice 
Irving and Mr. Justice Clement will 
likely constitute the court which will 
hear the appeal. 

Interest in New Bill 
The proposed legislation in the 
House of Commons to take the place 
of the ordcr-in-council which was 
Oslerlzed yesterday by Mr. Justice 
Clement Is being watched with great 
interest here. One highly important 
feature of the new statutory enact- 
ment will be that Its ' terms, In their 
hearing on the immigration of Jap- 
anese from the Hawaiian islands, or 
countries other than Japan, will super- 
sede the terms of the Anglo- Japanese 
treaty in respect to the right of en- 
try and residence of Japanese In Can- 
ada. 

Canada is a party to this treaty 
without reserve, and one of Its stipu- 
lations is that citizens of either 
country shall have unrestricted rights 
to enter the dominions of the other 
power subscribing to the treaty. When 
the order-in-council killed yesterday 
was passed it was claimed that Jap- 
anese would be prevented from com- 
ing to Canada from Hawaii. This 
claim was questioned because of the 
treaty, which it was held was superior 
to any order-ln-council. This point 
was never tested, however, us no Jap- 
anese came from Islands while tho 
order was in force. 

Now, however, competent legal opin- 
ion declares that tho statutory en- 
actment respecting immigration which 
Is to be passed in tho House of Com- 
mons will effectually 'stop the en- 
trance of any Japanese from Hawaii, 
as It will, by reason of tho fact that 
it is a statutory enactment passed 
subsequent to the passage of the 
parliamentary act approving the ac- 
tion of Canada in becoming a party 
to the Anglo-Japanese treaty, be su- 
perior to the terms of the treaty. Of 
course it will not be a bar against 
Japanese coining direct from Japan, 
nor is it the intention that it should, 
but lawyers hold that it will over- 
ride the treaty insofar as Japanese 
coming from any other country are 
concerned.

Vancouver, March -">. — Dredging for 
gold In Yukon promises to be, brisk 
this summer, and J. Satcliell Clark, 
of Dawson, is reported to bo negotiat- 
ing for the purchase of a Fraser river 
dredge to ship to Dawson. Messrs. 
Channing and Banford, two well known 
mining men of the north are working 
with Mr. Clark In thii scheme. The 
Ogilvlc Brothers are also planning to 
operate dredges, and their outfit is 
expected at AVhite Horse this month. 



To Form New League 

Vancouver, March 25.— Sam Gotliard 
says that ho will form another Asiatic 
Exclusion league in Vancouver and 
this will be affiliated with tho Ameri- 
can league and will have no connection 
with the present organization. Mr. 
Gothard will call a meeting next week 
to enroll members. Mr, J. E. Wilson, 
president of the Asiatic Exclusion 
league, thinks It was an insult to 
Canadians to go across the border 
for help which only the Dominion 
government can give. 

Captured in Seattle 

Vancouver, March 25. — William 
Preyer, who. witli McKenzle, escaped 
from the chain gang a few days ago, 
was arrested in Seattle last night. It 
Is understood that he will oppose ex- 
tradition, but the Vancouver police 
will probably press for Ills return. 
Preyer was serving a six months' term 
In the city jail when he made his es- 
cape. He is a bad man and the police 
are desirous of getting him back. 
McKcnzie, who got away with him, is 
still at large. He was suspected of 
being one of the safe crackers who 
operated at P. Burns & Co.'s butcher 
shop some time ago. 



Charged With Theft 

Vancouver, March 23. — Bert Scott 
was before Magistrate Williams today 
charged with the theft of a quantity 
of goods from W. J. Ramsay, his 
employer. There were three charges, 
representing a value of $110, but one 
of these was withdrawn by the in- 
formant on the ground that a num- 
ber of children would be Involved. 
The articles which it is alleged that 
Scott stole Include a bicycle, bicycle 
tires and other fittings for bicycle. 
Some of them were recovered in a 
second-hand store. Scott pleaded not 
guilty to the two charges and was re- 
manded until Friday for trial. He 
was released on $1,000 ball.

Cars are 
being continuously entered and goods 
taken and the company is beginning 
to feel the financial loss. The offence 
witli which Henderson and McLean 
will be charged will be the theft of six 
bottles of beer as well as other goods 
from a car en route to Westminster. 
It is alleged that when the officer 
entered the car where the men were 
staying in search of the stolen prop- 
erty he was assaulted. The detective 
•says that one of the men held the 
door while the other beat htm with 
a heavy stick. 



Poreign Sailors on British Ships 

The British Government Issued a no- 
tice recently thut foreign seamen should 
not be engaged on British ships in 
European waters, unless they have wn- 
Ulilth knowledge of English to under- 
stand orders given in that language. It 
Is stated that it is an uncommon tiling 
to And a ship's crew composed of eight 
Of nine nationalities, with absolutely 
no language in common, and perhaps 
a boatswain who only understands Eng- 
lish an an "Interpreter." 

The return relating to British sea- 
men employed in the British mercantile 
marine shows r,0 English and Irish per 
iO.OOO, while .Scotland supplies 50 and 
Wales i-1 per 10,000. 

Tho proportion of Lascars and for- 
eigners increases, while Ilia British de- 
crease. In the last fifteen years, 1801- 
1000, there was an increase of 17,103 
Lascars, (East India sailors) and 11.- 
022 foreigners, and of British only 510. 
The recent order as to understanding 
the English language In European wa- 
ters, It is supposed will cause a de- 
cline In Lascars and foreigners.

Question Excites Minds of the 
Vancouver License Com- 
missioners 



Vancouver, March 25. — Tho license 
commission yesterday afternoon took 
up the question of the recent charter- 
ing of numerous clubs in this city 
under the clauses, of the provincial 
Benevolent Societies Act. In no tin- 
certain manner it was stated, that the 
effect of the club formation scheme 
was the scattering throughout the city 
of a number of places, entirely out- 
side the control of tho license commis- 
sion, paying no fee for the privilege 
of serving liquor to members, and op- 
crating seven days in the week and 
twenty-four hours each day. This 
lino of action was said to be grossly 
unfair to the licensed premises which 
pay a high licence fee for their privi- 
lege and are governed by the strin- 
gent regulations of tho commission re- 
garding the class of buildings which 
may be occupied and the manner in 
which the selling of liquor may be 
conducted. 

Especial indignation was fell, on th< 
question since recently a club license 
has been granted covering premise;! 
for which a hotel license has been re- 
fused a number of times, but which is 
now operating under its club charter 
to all Intents and purposes as a hotel 
without the commission being able to 
exercise any control over the conduct 
of the place. 

"A few moro of these unlicensed 
premises scattered about the city 
where liquor can. be obtained at any 
time and any manner and it's no 
more for me, for this commission job," 
commented Commissioner Watson, 
discussing the affair. 

Commissioner McDonald added his 
voice to the effect that there was no 
earthly use in a license commission 
trying to control the sale of liquor in 
the city with dozens of clubs which 
any person might join running wide 
open at almost every corner. The in- 
evitable consequence would be the 
creation of a situation for which the 
licensed premises of the city would be 
held responsible but which was really 
the result of the operation of the 
"cribs" operating under the guise of 
clubs. 

Mayor Bethunc said it was high time 
somo action was taken on the matter. 
The city was taking fees from the ho- 
tel proprietors and was bound to pro- 
tect them in tho conduct of their busi- 
ness. If the club business went on at 
tho present rate the hotel men would 
have ground for just complaint. 

The opinion of the,, commission was 
that the city solicitor should be con- 
sulted on the matter. Unfortunately 
Mr. Cowan was engaged at an Impor- 
tant conference elsewhere, hut lie was 
communicated with by telephone and 
asked to report at tho next meeting as 
to tho right of the city to control club 
premises where liquor was being sold 
or the necessary legislation to secure 
such right in case the commission or 
other civic authorities had no power at 
present. 

The commission informally stated 
that If clubs were to be allowed to ex- 
ist, t he civic authorities should at 
least have some voice In tho issuance 
of the charters. It is understood that 
representations along this line will be 
made to 'the provincial authorities.

San Francisco Paper Comments Upon 
the Wreck of the Steamer 
Pomona 



Discussing tile wreck of the steamer 
Pomona of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company, under the head of pre- 
ventable disasters at sea, the San 
Francisco Chronicle says: "As no 
lives were lost by the wreck of the 
Pomona, it will be entirely forgotten 
by the public in a few days. Within 
two weeks not one. citizen in ten will 
be able to give the name of the ship 
that was lost. The Pomona was hug- 
ging the shore to escape the turbulent 
head sea, and hugged it too close, if, 
as the captain says that he believes, 
the rock on which the ship struck is 
not charted, that will be shown in due 
time. If It was part of the charted 
reef, it was a case of reckless naviga- 
tion. It was claimed by some of the 
passengers, upon what grounds we do 
not know, that the captain was keep- 
ing inshore, under orders, in order to 
save coal, of which, of course, less is 
required to make a certain distanco in 
comparatively smooth water than to 
make the same distance against a 
heavy head sea. We know nothing 
about the captain's instructions. All 
captains are expected to save coal 
when they can. If he was Instructed 
specifically to hug the shore, he cer- 
tainly was not instructed to get closo 
enough to hit it. 

Repeating that we know nothing 
about the instructions In tills particu- 
lar case, let us assume that there had 
been great loss of life from this dis- 
aster, and that upon Investigation it 
appeared that tile ship was close in- 
shore under Instructions from the own- 
ers for the purpose of saving coal. 
Who would then have been responsible 
for tho assumed loss of llfo? The in- 
structions assumed are that the cap- 
tain should take risks which could 
have been avoided by larger expendi- 
ture, and a risk not as a matter of 
fact usually taken by ships making 
that run. Should the owners who gave 
the instruction, the captain who 
obeyed it, or both, be held rcsponsblc 
for "loss of llfo? 

There can be but one answer. They 
shall all be held alike responsible and 
each punished according to tho degree 
of guilt. Seafaring men will, of course, 
have sympathy with their comrade and 
declare that he should be held blame- 
less because he had to obey Instruc- 
tions or lose his Job, That excuse con- 
not be accepted for one moment. Tho 
risk of losing one's job In such a case 
Is one which nil masters of vessels 
must take. And as a rule there will not 
bo much risk. The captain who Is dis- 
charged for refusing to expose his 
passengers to unncccsary danger would 
have tho owners at his mercy. Tho 
master of a ship is out merely the 
servant of the owners. Ho Is endowed 
by tho laws with great responsibility 
and with correspondingly great power. 
It Is to the master that the law and 
the traveling public look for safo and 
skillful navigation In properly found 
and equipped ships. No man unwill-

Ing to accept that responsibility should 
take command of a ship. Whoever elso 
may escape punishment for prevent- 
able sea disasters, the. master must bo 
sternly responsible. 

But noboby else should escape re- 
sponsibility. For the proner equip- 
ment of a ship its owners are equally 
responsible with tho master. It is 
their business to know that all that 
may be required is on board, and it Is 
his business to know. If owners per- 
mit a ship to go to. sea without its i 
lawful equipment they should receive! 
the extreme penally of the law, 
whether disaster follows or not. And 
the master who takes the ship to sea 
In such condition or follows Improper 
instructions should have the same 
treatment. He has no light to deliber- 
ately risk the lives of those on the 
shl]i in order to save his own job. The 
master of a ship knows better than 
any one else whether the ship Is prop- 
erly found, and he can refuse to take 
her out If she is not properly found. 
And he can never be relieved from that 
responsibility. The captain of the 
Slocum was properly convicted. The 
shame of it is thut no one of the own- 
ers or the inspectors who passed the 
ship and permitted her to sail was 



even placed on trial. They are mur- 
derers just the same. 

Forgotten Savings 

The laws of some States require that 
savings banks shall advertise the names 
of depositors to whose accounts no ad- 
ditions have been made during a speci- 
fied time, usually twenty years. Many 
of these dormant accounts are never 
claimed. Depositors forget, or die in- 
testate, or simply drop out of sight. 
The same thing happens in other coun- 
tries. Thus In ISSS-'J the Panama Canal 
Company of France made an issue of 
bonds having a par value of four hun- 
dred francs. Although they bear no 
Interest, several hundred bonds are re- 
deemed each year at a premium. One 
would suppose that the bondholders 
would watch for these premiums, yet 
the company's current statement shows 
that nearly three hundred of the bonds 
drawn previously to 190,"> have never 
been presented for payment, although 
two of them are entitled to premiums 
of one hundred thousand francs, and 
none Is worth less than a thousand 
francs. Making all allowances for ac- 
cidents that destroy bonds, bank-books 
and the owners, It seems that many 
persons who are wise enough to save 
money are unwisely Indifferent as to 
what becomes of their savings.

Caused By Few Outside 
Demands 



THE LOCAL MARKETS 

Retail Prices 



New York, March -5. — The support 
of prices which was still In evidence 
today showed signs of strain, and 
there was a disposition towards re- 
action. 

This occurred without any change 
in the character of the news. Tho 
action of today's market left the infer- 
ence that the Increase in the outside 
demand for stocks yesterday, which 
was beyond dispute, was taken ad- 
vantage to sell stocks on a largo scale 
by those who had accumulated hold- 
ings at lower levels. 

Prices touched at the extreme of 
the advance yesterday were the high- 
est of the year for many stocks, 
which means also the highest since 
the depression of October last. These 
technical signs of the culmination of 
an advance made the professional trad- 
ers suspicious of the market today, 
and this feeling was increased by tho 
vicious shift in the speculative activi- 
ty of the rise to the department of 
low-priced stocks, especially in the in- 
dustrial class. Quite frequently the 
moving up of low grade stocks Is re- 
lied upon for a sustaining effect on the 
general list, while the selling to Real- 
ize profits in the previous favorites Is 
being completed. The heavy tone of 
the high-priced railroad stocks today 
throughout the notable advances in 
issues of lower grade pointed rather 
evidently to such a process. 

The issuance of the president's spe- 
cial message to congress marks the 
limit of inlluence of that event as a 
purely speculative factor. A large 
part of the activity in stocks for over 
a week has been coupled with the con- 
stant reports from Washington of pre- 
paration for this document. Nothing 
now remains for conjecture .which Is 
the very meat of speculation. 

In the industrial section of the list 
there were some striking movements, 
the further rise in Consolidated Gas 
being based on tho effects attributed 
to the supremo court decision on the 
company's contention against efforts to 
restrict its rates for Gas. The main- 
tenance of the American Locomotive 
dividend helped another group of in- 
dustrials. The electrical industrials 
had the advantage or reports of reviv- 
ing activity In the demand for their 
product. 

Statements of earnings of the Van- 
derbllt roads for January were of in- 
terest for the effect shown from re- 
trenchment of operating expenses, 
which was not sufficient, however, to 
prevent continued shrinkage in the 
net returns. Tho stock market was 
relieved by the extent of tho profit- 
taking effected during the dav. 

Total sales, 
par value, $3.4411,000. United States 
Fourse advanced a half per cent, on 
call.

fires; another, losses on war risks, 
and so on; but never the real reason 
—the writing of risks at ridiculous 
rates, which the underwriters well 
know, or ought to know, are utterly 
inadequate. Take "tramp steamers In- 
sured for twelve months, for example. 
Vessels which ten years ago paid 8 
per cent, are today insurable for tho 
year at G per cent. ' 

"It Is really the fear of the compe- 
tition of Lloyd's that is at the root 
of the trouble. The expenses of an 
underwriter at Lloyd's nro not so 
much in proportion to his premium 
income as those of a company, and he 
can afford to slightly "cut" .the com- 
panies' rates. But the process of rate- 
cutting has continued too long, until 
now It has got below the paying level. 
And If J DOG has shown such deplor- 
able results, what Is going to be tho 
outcome of 1007? The statistical ' ta- 
bles published by the Liverpool Un- 
derwriters! association show that tho 
losses — I.e., the total losses and heavy 
claims— during 190G amounted to 
something .under £5,000,000. But the 
losses during 1907 constitute a record, 
and total upwards of £ 7,000, 00U! Tho 
old-established companies can stand 
the shock, and their financial position 
Is published year by year; but with 
the underwriters at Lloyd's It Is dif- 
ferent. The security of a Lloyd's pol- 
icy is the stability of each individual 
name that subscribes it; and who is 
to say what that may be'.' External 
evidence tends to the suggestion that 
many of them are at present writing 
for premiums to pay their back losses, 
and the growing practice of resisting 
or repudiating claims goes far to sup- 
port tho Idea. 

"Recently a steamer foundered un- 
der circumstances that were, perhaps, 
suspicious. The underwriters did their 
best to get the board of trade to take 
tho view that the ship had been scut- 
tled. A good deal of mud was thrown, 
but nothing .was proved. The owners 
had to bring an action to recover a 
total loss, but just before tho case 
was due for hearing the underwriters 
offered a compromise of 95 per cent. 
on the Insured value of the steamer 
and SI per cent, on the disbursements." 



GERMANS ARRANGE FOR 
NEW ORIENTAL SERVICE 



North German Lloyd Company Gets 
Subsidy for Mail Lines to Aus- 
tralia and Orient 



Negotiations between the NorddeuU- 
cher Lloyd Steamship company and 
the German government for a sub- 
sidy for the maintenance of a regular 
mail service between New Guinea, 
Australia, and Japan, have been con- 
cluded. The existing subsidy treaty, 
concluded for the years 1S9S to 1914, 
for tho establishment of mail lines to 
tho Far Fast and Australia, provided 
for a connecting line from Singapore 
to New Guinea and back, via the ports 
of the Sunda Archipelago. 

This Australia-Japan line, however, 
was not a financial success, but on 
the other hand, a thriving trade with 
new Guinea with Important copra 
export, as well as the import of work- 
men and beasts of burden from 
Singapore, together with the excellent 
port conditions at Simpsonshafen, 
made a regular connection with Sing- 
apore desirable. Therefore it has been 
decided to adopt the New Guinea- 
Singapore route, with the inclusion of 
a number of new ports of call. 

The Norddeutscher Lloyd company 
accordingly established a regular 
monthly service between Sydney, New 
Guinea, Hongokng and Japan, receiv- 
ing, as a result of tho negotiations just 
concluded, an additional subvention of 
half a million marks ($125,000) yearly. 
The new line also calls at the island 
of Yap, the terminal of tho German-

Wnspo and Hornets ■ In Winter 

Everybody Is familiar with the big 
gray paper nests which wasps and 
hornets attach to trees anil buildings 
during the simmer. Nearly every boy 
ha3 had some experience with stirring 
up the hornets. Late in summer there 
are from five hundred to fifteen hun- 
dred of these Insects in a nest, and all 
of them are ready to battle for their 
home, in winter, however, you can 
take the lies t down and examine its 
wonderful structure with perfect safety, 
for Its belligerent builders have entire- 
ly deserted It. 

Where have they gone? The males 
and workers have scattered and died 
here and there on the last autumn flow- 
ers, but the queens have concealed 
themselves in their winter quarters. 
The large, bold faced hornets hide un- 
der logs, bark, and eaves. The smaller 
wasps crawl,. into crevices of buildings 
and rocks. A professor in a Western 
college, not long ago, pried down tho 
decayed rock of an overhanging cliff, 
and in the cracks of the loosely Jointed 
rock ho found thousands of wasps be- 
numbed In their winter quarters. With 
the wasps were found numerous wood 
cockroaches and hundreds of their large 
diamond-shaped egg cases. The cock- 
roaches had been feeding on the help- 
less wasps, and the Immense number of 
the remains of both insects showed that 
they had resorted to these same cliffs 
for many years.
